Officials Say It Will Be 
Impossible to Strike 
Balance Even With 
Slashes Because of Ir 
sufficient Revenue. 


Large and arbitrary cuts in de- 
partmental requests for operating 
funds will be made in an attempt 
to bring the city budget for 
1947-48 into some semblance of 
balance, and drastic curtailment 
of many municipal services must 
be expected,

city budgetary authorities began 
to trim departmental budget re- 
quests to the

A large deficit was avoided this 
year because the city had a large 
surplus at the end of the previous 
year and because certain needed 
equipment for which appropria- 
tions were made could not be pur- 
chased, The exact amount of the. 
deficit cannot be calculated, 
Schubkegel @aid, until the rever- 
sions of *unexpended appropria- 
tions are made. 

Starting With Deficit. 

The city will enter the new fiscal 
year with a deficit instead of a 
surplus, however, and with easti- 
mated income far below expendi- 
tures even for the sharply re- 
duced services. 

Schubkegel and Charlies J. Hert- 
enstein, administrative assistant 
to the Mayor, said it will ba the 
problem of the department heads 
to determine what services within 
their respective jurisdictions must 
be curtailed.

He said he would ask the United 
States Attorney’s office to prepare 
complaints for submission to the 
United States Commissioner, who 
would issue the warrants, Under 
the law the embezzlement of funds 
in care of a member bank of the 
Federal Reserve System consti- 
tutes a felony, Norris said, adding 
that the charge against Monahan 
likely would be embezzlement and 
against Ward conspiracy to em- 
bezzle. | 

Monahan, a trusted bank em- 
ploye for 30 years, approved bills 
submitted by Ward for purported 
repairs and improvements on real 
estate managed’ for the bank’s 
trust department customers. Ward 
operates the Maffitt Construction 
Co, and has done work for thes 
bank for years, takibg over from 
his father, who is retired,

Nothing Said of Russian 
Reaction to U.S. Policy 
— President Thinks 
Congress Will Approve 
Loans.

KEY WEST, Fia., March _15 
(UP)—President Truman today 
received reports from Secretary of 
State George C. Marshall on prog- 
ress of the Big Four conference in 
Moscow, but the messages did not 
say how the President's foreign 
policy speech on Greece and Tur- 
key had been received by the Rus- 
sian Government, 

The President received two long 
dispatches from Marshall today. 
They arrived just before he went 
fishing, and he planned to study 


the reports in full detail tonight. 
He had only an opportunity to 
glance at them before leaving on 
a fishing excursion, 7 

It was the first direct word from 
Marshal] which the President had 
received since he attacked Com- 
munist efforts to undermine the 
Greek govérnment in a major ad- 
dress to Congress last Wednesday. 

Marshall's report to the Presi- 
dent, it was learned, conjained no 
hint of how the President’s speech 
was received by the Soviet Jead- 


re. | 

Instead, the messages were pro- 
gress oo py on the preliminary 
stage the foreign ministers’ 
cofference, 


The president received similar 
reports from former Secretary of 
State, James F, Byrnes during the 
previous Big Four meetings. 

Truman today alsa. received re- 
ports from. Washington indicating 
that hig request for $400,000,000 in 
assistance. for Greece and Turkey 
would be granted by the Congress. 

“The president is encouraged to 
believe that his plan will be ap- 
proved,” said a member of the 
chief executive's staff. These re- 
ports were relayed to the Presi- 
dent by telephone, | 

The president’s staff was in- 
clined to regard the criticism of 
the President’s message by the 
Russian government newspaper 
Izvestia as unofficial, 

» (The Associated Press said 
Marshall was fully informed in 
advance of the contents of Tru- 
man’s message to Congress 
Wednesday. It added that the 
speech was prepared with Mar- 
shall's collaboration and that the 
Secretary did much of the spade- 
work.) ? 

The president's advisers say he 
has more time for reflection on in- 
ternational matters while here 
than he would have in Washington 
where he woyld be under the prea- 
sure of a daily list of callers. 

Press Secretary Charies G. Ross 
said “there is nothing in Washing- 
ton that demands his immediate 
attention, There’s nothing he can 
do about the’ Greek situation. It 
is in the hands of Congress. There 
have been nq major decisions to 
be made here, nor are any in im- 
mediate prospect.”

TAFT ASKS IF AIDING GREECE

ST. PATRICK, Mo., March 15 
(AP)—The green shamrock of St. 
Patrick's Day will go out on more 
than 20,000 envelopes and letters 
today and tomorrow from this lit- 
tle northeast Missouri hamlet 
(population 53), the only town in 
the United States named after 
Ireland's patron saint that has a 
post office. 

Postmaster John Logston, using 
a single hand-stamp designed by 
his predecessor, carefully has im- 
printed the special seal on each 
letter and “cover’—an envelope 
mailed to stamp collectors. 

The cachet, a little more than 
two inches in diameter, tells the 
world in bright green lettering en- 
circling a shamrock that the 
envelope was mailed from “Saint 
Patrick, Mo., the only one in the 
world.”

This is the situation as Congress 
prepares to act on President Tru- 
man's proposals to ald Greece and 
Turkey: 

Greece is a sick country, torn by 
civil strife, unable to rebuild and 
become a self-supporting nation. 
Its leaders say it cannot survive 
as a democracy unless it has out- 
side aid immediately. 

Turkey, afraid of possible Rus- 
sian expansion southward, is 
spending more than 60 per cent of 
its national income to maintain 
its armed forces on a wartime 
footing. This output has drained 
its fiscal resources to a point 
where its economic structure is 
reported in jeopardy. 

Back of the Greek and Turkish 
fear of Russia is Soviet interest in 
the Dardanelles and a desire to 
have free-water entry into. the 
Mediterranean, 

Turkey, as well as Greece, long 
has counted more on support 
from the United States and Brit- 
ain °than on its own military 
strength to keep the Dardanelles 
out of Russian control. 

Britain’s financial troubles at 
home have forced it to stop fut- 
ther ald to Greece, with the re- 
sult that the Greeks have turned 
to the United States, 

Although militarily the strong- 
est nation in the Middle East, 
Turkey could not defend the Dar- 
denelles more than a few weeks 
against a Russian attack, accord- 
ing to military experts here, 

The Turkish Army, estimated at 
about 700,000 soldiers, has been 
on a full mobilized status for 
seven years. It could, however, 
under battle conditions be expand- 
ed to 1,000,000, organized into 35 
divisions. 

Best available information is 
that Turkey hag only two ar- 
mored ‘divisions. The armor is a 
mixture of American Sherman 
tanks, German Mark IVs and 
British Churchills, 

Its artillery is mostly British 
.758, but it is Hmited because al- 
most all ammunition must be im- 
ported. . 

One of its most glaring weak- 
nesses is its transport which is 
mostly horsedrawn. The absence 
of good roads limits mobility. 

The bulk of the Turkish Army, 


however, is made up of cavalry 
and infantry whose morale is said 
to be exceptionally high. For cen 
turies the Turks have been known 
as good fighters. 

Turkey has practically no fleet 
and its air force numbers about 
450 planes. 

The country’s defense against 
air attack is —— thin, 

While Turkey has attempted to 
maintain its army on a war-foot- 
ing, its military strategists — re- 
alizing weakness in mobility and 
heavy weapons. — have concen- 
trated on erecting prepared de- 
fenses to meet any invasion. 

The Turks maintain strong 
forces along the mountainous fron- 
tier with Russia in the northeast. ~ 

While the army has taken mili- 
tary preparations, the Government 
has intensified internal vigilance 
to thwart any Communist attempt 
to bore from within, The Commu- 
nist party is illegal in Turkey and 
the ban is vigorously enforced. 
Newspapers are prohibited from 
printing what the Government 
cansiders Communist propaganda. - 

The Government has turned 
down Russian proposals for a con- 
ference of Black Sea powers only 
to discuss revision of the Mon- 
treaux convention governing the — 
Dardanelles, 

While Turkey is by no means 
militarily weak, Greece has an * 
army estimated at only 100,000 sol- 
diers. 

It is so weak internally that’ 
most military’ experts believe 
Greece would not be able to put 
up much of a fight. 

Under President Truman’s pro- 
jected plans for aiding Greece, 
100,000 soldiers would be trained 
and equipped, It would be a step 
toward building up a Greek army 
that could deal with roving left- 
ist -bands within the country 

Britain has maintained troops 
inside Greece because of the ine 
ternal trouble. 

One big problem that Greece 
has been grappling with since the 
end of the war is how to feed its 
millions and put the country back 
on its feet. 

It has fought off starvation 
from day to day with $385,000,000 
worth of help from UNRRA. That 
is finished. 

War destroyed all but 700,000 
tons of Greece's 2,000,000-ton mer- 
chant marine. 

Nothing has been done toward ° 
reconstructing the country. Ports 
and villages destroyed by the Ger- 
mans have not been rebuilt. The ~ 
population has. little more than 
rags to wear. 

Internal strife, breaking out be- ‘ 
tween the left and the right at 
the .end of the war, has held 
Greece back. Efforts to effect - 
political stability have yet to suc- 
ceed. There has been no planning 
for the rehabilitation of the coun- — 
try.

in January, an elaborate program 
of business-like attention to state 
needs was laid out by the party 
leaders. There was hope that with 
the elimination of much of the 
old Democratic deadwood in the 
Legislature, the younger Republi- 
cans would carry out plans to 
which the party could point with 
pride. 

Since the first promising blast, 
however, a spirit of drowsiness, 
disinterest and indifference has 
prevailed, and. virtually no prog- 
ress has been made on important 
bills in the more than two months 
of the session. Only on rare oc- 
casions are more than two thirds 
of the Senators in attendance. 
House attendance is little better. 

Legislation sponsored by special 
interests has in a few instances 
been pushed along, but the public 
interest has received little atten- 
tion. The Segate has passed the 
unconscionable small-luan interest 
rate bill desired by the money 
lenders to collect interest of 32 
per cent or more from the poor 
and unfortunate. The use has 
voted direct relief funds for the 
needy, who ‘are physically handi- 
capped and are unemployable, 
sufficient to provide them with 
only $7 or $8 a month for food and 
shelter. 

It is no real exaggeration to say 
that under the legislation so far 
approved, the money lenders can 
grow rich at the expense of the 
poor, while the poor who cannot 
help themselves will be near 
starvation. 

7 Bills May Lie Over. 

Notwithstanding that legislation 
of importance is pending, there is 
danger that the Legislature will 
adjourn in twe months or so with 
most of it deferred until perhaps 
hext year, when it is expected an 
adjourned session will be held. 
There is now extensive talk; with 
some indications of support from 
responsible legislative leaders, of 
&® recess when the appropriation 
bills are passed. Efforts are be-’ 
ing made to expedite these bills. 
It is dogbtful that it will be pos- 
tible to hold enough members to 
‘fansact business when they are 
but of the way.

Legislation covering all these 
subjects is pending. Some of it 
sndoubtedly will be enacted, but 
f no greater interest is shown 
dan has been exhibited so far, 
much of it will fail. 

School Com Dallies. 

More than a month ago a spe- 
ial joint. committee of Senate and 
House members was appointed to 
conduct an educational survey 
and’ to recommend legislation 
which would bring the school sys- 
tem.up to the standard desired. 
This committee has made little 
progress. It is now doubtful that 
a survey can be completed in time 
for legislation before next year. 

A House committee has worked 
with commendable zeal in a sur- 
wey of the state hospitals. It 
su mitted its report a few days 
ago. It is possible to enact the 
necessary legislation to put its 
recommendations in effect if the 
legislative recess is deferred for 
two or three months, and if the 
legislators generally will stay on 
the job. 

A Senate committee assigned to 
study the training schools for de- 
linquent boys and girls has made 
little progress, and it is doubtful 
that any results from this survey 
will come this year, 

Although at the beginning of

the session, there was strong 
sentiment among both Repub- 
licans and Democrats for legisla- 
tion prohibiting strikes in public 
utilities and prohibiting jurisdic- 
tional strikes, there is now a no- 
ticeable cooling off.

Indifference to Destitute, 


In the handling of old-age pen- 
sions and relief for unemployable, 
the Republican majority in the 
House has shown almost utter in- 
difference to the welfare of the 
most destitute unfortunates. It 
provided $20,000,000 of state funds 
for old-age pensions, the same 
amount that was appropriated last 
year. With something more than 
an equal amount contributed by 
the Federal Government, -.the pen- 
sioners will fare fairly well. How- 
ever, the appropriation actually 
will be a cut of about 10 per cent 
in pensions, as the rolls are con- 
stantly growing and estimates of 
the Division of Welfare are that 
by next year there will be 122,000 
persons on the pension rolls, an 
increase of about 11,000. 

The average monthly pension 
paid now is $34.52. It will grad- 
ually decrease under the allotment 
made by the House, 

But it is in the appropriation 
for unemployable needy persons 
that the politics came out clearly. 
The Appropriations Committee 
recommended a total of $3,000,000, 
which is $750,000 less than was set 
up for the present year. These 
unfortunates are getting an aver- 
age of $8.57 a month. If there is 
no increase in the number the 
average would drop to less than 
$7 a month under the House ap- 
propriation. However, the Division 
of Welfare estimates that in 12 
months the number eligible to aid 
will practically double, and instead 
-— 27,000, will be at least 


When an amendment to increase 
the amount from $3,000,000 to $6,- 
000,000 was offered Thursday, the 
Republicans with six exceptions 
voted for the lower figure, while 
the Democrats with one exception 
voted for the higher. 
Public Housing Bill, 

The St. Louis-Kansas City public 
housing bill is in danger of de- 
feat in the House, notwithstanding 
it has the support of Republican 
leaders. They appear to be un- 
able to hold their party members 
in line. The selfish lobby of real 


dealers seemingly has greater in- 
fluence than has the public wel- 
fare, 

A constitutional amendment for 
an increase in the gasoline tax, 
from 2 cents per gallon to 3% 
cents—the added 1% cents to go 
to the building of roads in rural 
areas and streets in cities and/ 
towns—is pending, but has not yet 
reached the stage of a committee 
hearing. 

The rent control bill has just 
reached the Senate, having been 
introduced Thursday. It will meet 
with determined opposition from 
real estate dealers, who object to 
it as much as they do to the public 
housing bill, if not more, 

The small-loan bill, which has 
passed the Senate, is expected to 
meet with much opposition in the 
House. If it is passed there, it 
will have another obstacle in the 
Governor's office. Gov. Donnelly 
vetoed a bill providing a lower rate 
of interest, 26 per cent, last year, 
saying that it was “excessive and 
unjustified.” The greed of the 
lenders may prove their undoing. 
If a rate bill does not become a 
law, the lenders will-be limited to 
8 per cent a year.

Existing grossly inadequate med- 
ical services and facilities for the 
treatment of chronically ill per- 
sons must undergo major expan- 
sion and reorganization, the So- 
cial Planning Council reported 
yesterday. 

In a 200-page report summariz- 
ing the results of a two-year 


study, the council pointed out 
that progress in medicine and 
public health has made chronic 
diseases the. principal illnesses in 
the United States. 

The rep@&t emphasized the im- 
portance of an immediate attack 
on the problem, because of, the 
great expense of chronic illness to 
society. 

“Monetarily speaking, society 
cannot afford the economic loss 
of an unproductive adult,” it 
points out, “and for practical 
purposes, all chronically ill should 
be considered potential dependents 
on society.” 

The council made 35 specific 
recommendations for measures 
which it said should be begun im- 
mediately. | 

Steps Recommended. 

Among these were: 

Immediate construction of the 

proposed new 6500-bed hospital 
for the chronically ill in St. 
Louis. 
Establishment of at least 100 
beds for the treatment of chronic 
diseases in conjunction with St. 
Louis County Hospital. 

Construction of an additional 
200-bed unit in the county to pro- 
vide custodial care. 

Establishment of branch clin- 
ics in out-lying sections of the 
city and county, and special 
clinics for the treatment of 
chronic conditions. 

Transfer of City Sanitarium. 
Koch Hospital and the St. Louis 
Training School to the State. 

Expansion of occupational | 


therapy and medical social serv- - 


ices. 

Provision of home medical care 
and home nursing. 

Full time assignment of health 
department personnel to health 
education. 

Provision for housekeeper 
services for persons partially 
disabled, 

Local regulation and super- 
vision of nursing homes in the 
county. 

Increased payments by the 
State and Federal Governments 
to dependents and grants to 
chronicallg il] persons in hospi- 
tals. 

‘188,000 Chronic Sdfferers. 
Excluding persons suffering 
from tuberculosis: and mental di- 
seases, the report estimated that 
there are now about 188,000 resi- 
dents of the city and county suf- 
fering from chronic illnesses, Of 
that number, at least 10,000. are 
chronic invalids or incapacitated 
persons, it was said, and only 
about 1500 beds are available for 
them in hospitals, nursing homes 
and other institutions. 

Reporting on the inadequacy of 
present facilities, the council said 
that “many persons able to pur- 
chase care are receiving jnade- 
quate care because of a lack of 
available facilities and services.

Early Diagnosis Urged. 

Prevention of disability is at 
least as important as rehabilita- 
tion of the disabled, the report 
pointed out, making’ essential 
early diagnosis and treatment 
through a physician or clinic. 

Discussing the social and eco- 
nomic consequences of chronic ill- 
ness to the community, the report 
asserted that the illness of any 
member. of the family psychologi- 
cally and economically affects all 
the other members of the family. 

“In addition, the prevalence and 
duration of chronic illnesqg have a 
direct relationship to income,” the 
council declared. “The heaviest 
burden falls on the two fifths of 
the population least able to bear 
it financially. 

“With our present economic 
setup, only a very small portion 
of the’ population can afford to 
provide itself with the physical 
necessities accompanying  pro- 
longed {illness and fewer can add 
to that the luxury of medical 
care,”

Commerce Office Exbects 
Decline to Be Mild, Not 


Approaching True ‘Re-|

WASHINGTON, March 15 (AP) 
—Department of Commerce offi- 
clals expect price drops by next 
fall on the products which have 
soared highést in the post-OPA 
rise—such as cotton goods and 


food. 

The forecast is made in a cau- 
tious report on commodity prices, 
soon to be published. On the basis 
of the official report, Commerce 
Department economists gave these 
unofficial conclusions today in in- 
terviews: 

1. The down trend will be 
mild, not approaching the depth 
of a true “recession.” ° 

2. It will start around mid- 
year with drops in a few lines, 

then gain speed as more items 
come into a balance with de- 
mand. 

3. It will be uneven. Some 
. prices may still be rising while 
‘those farthest out of line come 
down,

On the other hand, woolens and 
worsteds were 24 per cent below 
the general price trend at whole- 
sale, while petroleum products 
were 14 per cent below. Metals 
generally were right in line with 
the average movement, as were 
farm implments, home furnish- 
ings, automobiles and trucks, In 
the latter lines, little or no pricé 
decline is to be expected, the Com- 
merce Department officials hold.

Executive Board Sug- 
gests 7-Point Program 
Attacking Measures 
Before Congress.

WASHINGTON, March 15—The 
Congress of Industrial Organiza- 
tions has under way a national 
campaign to oppose such restric- 
tive labor legislation as may be 
contemplated by Congress. 

The CIO executive board, meet- 
ing here this week, designated 
April as “defend labor month” and 
urged a nation-wide program of 
meetings and publicity to fight 
bills already before Congress and 
state legislatures. 


April may be the month in which 
labor bills are debated in the Sen- 
ate and the House, The Senate 
Labor Committee has compléted 
public hearings and has gone into 
executive seasion to draft its bill. 
The House Labor Committee was 
scheduled to complete heatings to- 
day and to begin executive ses- 
sions next week. 

ClO “Legislative Rally.” 

Some time within the next few 
weeks the CIO will hold a “legis- 
lative emergency rally” in Wash- 
- ington. The date may depend on 
the progreas of legislation and be 
set at a time calculated to make 
the meeting most effective. 

The executive board, in a reso 
lution, said pending legislation 
“has but one Major purpose—to 
weaken the ability of the labor 
movement to raise the wages and 
better the working: conditions of 
its members.” i 

The followi seven-point pro- 
gram for Ap was sugegsted: 

; 1. Mass labor and citizens’ ral- 

ies. 

2. Plant gate and neighbor- 
hood leaflet distributions and 
petition campaigns, 

3. Shop and plant gate rallies.

‘city and county officials, local 
civic leaders, local politicians, 
and fraternal, religious and con- 

sumer organizations. A 

5. Special radio programs, 

6.’ Delegations to Washington 
to call on Senators and Repre- 
sentatives and report to their 
local communities. 

7. An all-out campaign to get 
resolutions, letters and tele- 
grams sent to Washington.

Among existing laws in conflict 
with the Merit System Act, Don- 
nelly said, were several fixing sal- 
ary limits for various penal of- 
ficials, a ceiling of $135 a month 
for prison guards and $115 a month 
for prison watchmen. Another 
act authorizes the State Cancer 
Commission to fix salary and 
working conditions of net tl of 
the State Cancer Hospital aft Co- 
lumbia. 

Other conflicting laws, he said, 
govern pay of employes of the 
eleemosynary hospitals. Donnelly 
last August vetoed an eight-hour 
act for eleemosynary hospital em- 
ployes, because the Legislature 
appropriations for the hospitals 
fell $664,000 short of what would 
be required to make that act op- 
erative. 

These various special statutes 
still are in effect, the Governor 
said.

Gaukel, manager of the St. s 
office of the Social Security Ad- 
ministration, said today. 

“Social security payménts are 
not automatic — people must file 
claims,” Gaukel said. “This ap- 
plies to retired wotkers and their 
wives over 65, survivors of de- 
ceased workers and veterans who 
die after discharge.

21 monthly payments of $43.31 
each, or a total of $909.51, and 
his wife lost half that amount 
because their claims were not 
filed in March 1945, when bene- 
fits became payable, but were de- 
layed until January 1947.

Taft Says Senate G. O.P. 
Group Wants Check on 
635 Appointments. 


WASHINGTON, March 15 (AP) 
—Chairman Taft (Ohio) said the 
Senate Republican . Policy Com- 
mittee today indorsed 2 proposed 
“investigation of each of 635 post- 


master appointees.” 

Taft explained the purpose is to 
determine “whether civil service 
rules have been complied with or 
if there are any other irregular- 
ities.” 

He told reporters he understood 
the wumber is the total of post- 
masters appointed under Presi- 
dent Truman. He said there have 
been reports of discrimination 
against Republicans. 

‘Taft said the committee also de- 
cided that any necessary exten- 
sions of authority under the Sec- 
ond War Powers Act should be by 
specific legislation. 

Taft said the Republican group 
“approved the general plan” of 
Chairman Langer (Rep.), North 
Dakota, of the Civil Service Com-

This will insure 
that no drafts enter from beneath. 
Construct the frame so that the 
front is 6 inches above the surface, 
and the rear, 12 inches) It must 
slant toward the south, where the 
winter sun shines. It is well to 
hinge the sash at the top of the 
frame, so it can be easily opened 
for transplanting purposes and 
airing. 

A sunny spot in the garden, 
protected as much as _ possible 
from the full force of winds and 
driving rain, is the best situation 
for the cold frame. It may be 
too cold now to dig in the’ garden, 
but the sash may be procured and 
the lumber frame made, so that 
when the first warm days arrive 
it will be ready for serfous gar- 
dening.

is that good hitters are born, 
not made. In all the years we've 
covered baseball, we never knew 
of a ball player who had to be 
sent to the minors because he 
was a weak batter and then 
came back after a few years, 
having’ learned to hit. 

Pitchers are developed. A man 
may go to the minors to mas- 
ter control. A mediocre pitcher 


,of one season may come back ' 


in two or three years with a full 
repertory. He has improved ‘his 
control, he thas. mastered a 
knuckle ball. or a slider or a 
screw ball or he has learned 
about variable’ pitching velocity 
or the important business of set- 
ting up a pitch. Setting up a 

itch is a matter of sequence. 

ou move a man back and then 
foot him with an outside curve.

HAT is the proper mental 

attitude up there at the 

plate, when you're dueling 
with a pitcher. 

“‘T’m just kind of dumb, I 
guess you'd say,” Stan replied.

I don’t try 
to guess what the pitcher is 
going to throw. The way I do, 
I always am set for the fast 
ball.

WASHINGTON, March 13. 
HAT sort of Irbor legislation will the 
nation get out of the deliberations now 
gaing on in Congress? 


The Senate Labor Committee, after more 
than six weeks of public hearings, has gone 
into executive sessions to frame its bill. The 
House Labor Committee completed its pub- 
lic hearings today and starts its executive 
sessions next week. 

This reporter attended every session of 
the Senate hearings and talked with Sen- 
ators and witnesses who appeared before 
them. I followed the testimony of House 
witnesses, many of them repeating the same 
- arguments heard in the Senate. F) 

Whatever legislation, results will be a 
compromise; but some conclusions may be 
drawn as to the form in which it will finally

One factor is that the bill as reported by 
the Senate Labor Committee is likely to be 
more temperate than that approved on the 
floor. Proponents of more restrictive labor 
legislation than the committee will favor 
will offetf amendments to the committee's 
bill, and some of them may pass. 

On the House side both the Labor Com- 
mittee and the House membership will favor 
sterner labor laws than the Senate. House 
leaders frankly, say so. They are seeking 
a sttonge: parliamentary position se that 
they will have something to trade with when 
they seek agreemen‘ with the Senate.

So any attempt te estimate what may be 
the final dedision is fraught with more 
hazards than confronted Portia’s suitors 
when they undertook to decide which of 
the three caskets might contain the promise 
of her hand. 

Sen- 
ator.Morse (Rep.), Oregon, said only a few 
days ago he had been forced to recast his 
thinking on some of the vital problems be- 
fore the committee because of evidence and 
arguments presented, It cannot -be doubted 
there will be some mind changing in the. 
discussions of the committee behind closed 
doors béfore they‘ bring legislation to tgs 
floor. 


How Contemplated 
Legislation Shapes Up. 


As matters now seem to stand this is the 
way the contemplated legislation shapes up: 

Jurisdictional strikes will be outlawed. 
The bill may contain, as suggested by Sen- 
ator Taft, chairman of the Senate Labor 
Committee, a provision giving unions first 
chance to settle them, but if they don't some 
agency of government, probably the National 
Relations gre: will be granted appellate 
jurisdiction to render the final answer. 

Secondary boycotts, if not outlawed, will 
be severely restricted. There is a type of 
secondary boycott for which some argument 
can be made. Taft's favorite illustration 
on this point has to do withe soap. If a 
union has legitimate cause for striking 
against a soap manufacturer, can it picket 
the retailer of that soap asking that cus- 
tomers buy nothing from the retailer, or 
should it ask simply that it not buy the 
objectionable soap? Something along the 
latter line is probably going to turn up in 
the new law. 

Industry-wide bargaining will not be pro- 
hibited. A bill by Senator Ball (Rep.), 
Minnesota, would ban this form of bargain- 
ing but some industry spokesmen and many 
from labor favor it, as a stabilizing influ- 
ence on employe-employei relationships. 

Strikes against public utilities and those 
which, in. the words of Senator Smith 
(Rep.), New Jersey, bring about “national 
paralysis’ (for instance those in transporta- 
tion and the coal industry) will receive 
special consideration. 

In dealing with these it is not improb- 
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able that there will be a compulsory ‘‘cool- 
ing off period” to allow for negotiations and 
mediation. It is likely, too, that some 
government ageticy, probably the’ Depart- 
ment-of Justice, will be given authority to 
apply for court injunctions to prevent work 
stoppages. Also there may be provision for 
seizure by seme government agency, coupled 
with a requirement that whatever settlement 
finally may be reached shall not be retro- 
active. 


The right to apply for injunctions in such 
cases would rest with the Government, and 
be denied the employer. Similarly, so- 
called “cooling off periods” before a strike 
would be limited to those strikes which 
affect the general welfare. 


Theré has been some sentiment for im- 
posing 30 to 60 days “cooling off” periods 
before any strike or lockout and requiring 
a strike vote to be taken only after the 
employer has made his “last offer.” There 
is, however, the obvious difficulty of deter- 
meee What"is the’ “last” offer, and such 
éinent would impose difficult admin- 
istrative problems, 


Ban on Closed Shop 
Regarded as Unlikely. 


So too with Senator Ball's bill to outlaw 
the closed shop and other forms of “union 
security.” .The closed shop almost certainly 
will not be outlawed, but it will be regu- 
lated. Perhaps there will be a provision 
that no strike over the sole issue will be 
legal. Almost surely there will be a re- 
quirement that unions which have closed 
shops cannot close their membership, as 
many have done, and there will be stipula- 
tions that the NLRB must make certain that 
any closed shop union functions democrati- 
cally for the benefit of its members and 
not for an intrenched Hierarchy of its 
leaders. 


Presumably there will be no legislation 
establishing labor courts. These are viewed 
as an approximate equivalent of compulsory 
arbitration which neither industry nor labor 
wants. 


A case could be made for establishing 
labor courts which would decide questions 
of interpreting existing agreements, ° but 
Jacking authority to determine the substance 
of agreements. This, however, has not re- 
ceived much attention. If the power of 
interpretation is to be given to government 


probably it wollld repose in the NLRB or 
a new conciliation service. 


The conciliation service will be consider- 
ably expanded, and quite possibly made 
independent of the Labor Department. It 
may be designated.as a mediation board, but 
there is a substantial element in Congress 
which shies away from creating a new board 
and would rather have the service headed 
by an administrator. The basis of this 
thinking is that conciliation ought to be 
handled at the local level, and if a board 
were created there would be a tendency on 
the part of each disputant to carry its case 
to Washington. 


Foremen’s Unions | 
Cause of Confusion. 


There: is much confusion about what to 
do concerning union organization of fore- 
men, recently sustained by the United States 
Supreme Court in a case involving a fore- 
men’s union not affiliated with a rank and 
file union. Another case involving a union 


which is so affiliated is on its way up to 
the Sypreme Court. 


men’s unions affiliated with those of rank 
and file workers. It may also allow inde- 
pendent unions of foremen, but deprive 
them of the protection of the Wagner Act 
—that is they would be permitted to ‘or- 
ganize, but could not complain of unfair 
labor practices if employers declined to bar- 
gain with them. In that event they would 
be forced to rely on whatever economic 
strength they could exert in their own be- 
half, But some Senators argue that this 
would defeat the very purpose of the Wag- 
ner Act, which was to set up machinery for 


peaceful settlement of labor disputes rather 


Certainly Congress will vote to bar fore-| : 
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than leave them to tests of d€onomic power. 

Coupled with the foremen question is that 
of professional employes whose representa- 
tives have asked to be given special recog- 
nition and excluded from mass labor or- 
ganizations. These include, among others, 
engineers, architects, and nurses. Whatever 
solution is found for the problem of fore- 
men probably will be applied also to. this 
group of professional workers. 

Amendments to the Wagner Act to define 
unfair practices by labor unions as well as 
unfair practices by employers, surely will be 
adopted. 

One amendment will write into the lan- 
guage of the law an explicit guarantee that 
employers have the right of free speech’ in 
discussing union matters with their workers. 
They already have it—in the absence of 
threats or intimidation—but early adminis- 
trative rulings by the NLRB stretched the 
threat and intimidation clause to a degree 
which harassed some employers. 


Another amendment will deprive unions 


which “refuse to bargain” of the. protection: 
of the act. Here again later NLRB rulings 


have had the same effect as that which 


will be spelled out in the statute. A union's 


presentation of demands on a “take it, or 
leave it basis’ will not. be considered as 
bargaining. : 

The check-off of union dues probably will 
be permitted only if the individual employe 
signs an authorization requesting his em- 
ployer to do that for him, 


Opposition to Laws 
Against Mass Picketing. 


There is much opposition in Congress to 
bills which would make it easier to sue 
unions in Federal courts. The argument 
against it holds it would clutter up the 
courts with matters better handled thréugh 
the regular machinery of conciliation and 
negotiation. 

Somewhat the same argument is applied 
to the suggestion that there should be Fed- 
eral legislation against mass picketing and 
union strike violence. Such a law is a pet 
of Missouri’s Senator Donnell, but its oppo- 
nents point out that these matters are local 
police affairs, and should be handled at the 
local level without turning Federal courts 
into police courts. On the other hand Sen- 
ator Donnell argues that the Federal Gov- 
ernment, having assumed responsibility for 
fostering unions, ought to assume respon- 
sibility for dealing with their abuse of 
power. 

Very much up in the air is the question 
of whether strike votes should be by secret 
ballot of all employes who would be af- 
fected—not.just by ‘those of a union which 
may want to strike. The best guess is that 
this proposal ‘will be enacted. Along.the 
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Whe would bar Communists from unions. 
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same line is a proposal that employes, who 
reject an offer to return to work after going 
on .striké, be geprived of their status as 
employes. NURB Chairman Paul Herzog 


said of this provision of one 'of Senator 


Ball’s bills that it would enable an employer 
to break a strike “‘just by writing a letter.” 
What may happen is that the law would 
deprive such employes of their status if, 
after engaging in an illegal strike, they 
refuse a back-to-work offer. 


‘Registrations of unions, in modified form, 
will be written into the law, For many of 
them it won’t make much difference. Inter- 
national unions often publish financial state- 
ments; make available copies of their con- 
stitutions and by-laws: and make public the 
salaries of their top officers. 


Range Study 
Labor Relations. 


It is a different story if the same requite- 
ments were made legally binding on local 
unions, In dealing with local,unions the 
legal- compulsion probably wil! be that this 
information be made available to local mem- 
bers. Were it made available to the public 
generally, employers could estimate the 
local’s financial resources rather accurately, 
and would be in position to decide before- 
hand whether they wanted to negotiate or 
fight a strike. | 


There will be the long-range study of 
labor-management relationships proposed by 
President Truman, but this will not fore- 
stall immediate enactment of such Jabor re- 
stricfive legislation as has been described. 

Probably there will be no legislation to 
bar Communists from unions, as was sug- 
gested by Secretary of Labor Schwellenbach

Final Legislation 
at Least Two Months Off. 


This, at first, seethed to command impres- 
sive support in Congress, but further reflec- 
tion has caused some members to change 
their minds. Senator Morse, for one, was 
all for it at first, but now feels that last 
year’s adminisirative procedures act, apply- 
ing to all quasi judicial administrative 
agencies, remedied most faults he found 
with NLRB in this connection. He wonders 
now whether that act should be diluted by 
exempting the NLRB from the act and leav- 
ing subject to its provisions such agencies 
as the ICC, FCC and FTC, 


‘All In all, it is a knotty problem kn the 
final legislation can hardly be expected for 
two months at least. 


And Morse raised another question in 
addressing the Senate the other day. A law 
which may look good on paper may be un- 
enforceable in paee because so many 
would oppose it. 


Taft, who has a wholly different outlook, 
is pondering the same problem. “What 
good is it going to do to outlaw the closed 
shop in the case of carpenters?’ he mused. 
““‘What happens if a contractor hires a non- 
union man, and his union men walk off the 
job?” 

Whatever this Congress does it is not 
going to please management or labor. That 
long-range study to evolve a plan is still a 
necessity.

Big Business, But Its 
Resources Are Limited 


Present Reserves Can Last Only About 50 Years, Accord- 
ing to Estimates; St. Louis Will Become Consumer of 
‘‘Pure Natural’ Product as Soon as Pipe Line From South 


Can Be Enlarged.

Demands have been greaier than delivery 
factlities could accommodate, and the plight 
of St. Louis during the winter, when gas 
to industries repeatedly had to be shut off 
in order to keep homes warm in -severe 
weather, was repeated in many cities. In 
some areas other than St. Louis there were 


‘leven occasional curtailments of domestic 


service, 

As for supply, the most optimistic current 
estimate gives only about 50 years for the 
present reserves of natural gas, known and 
assumed, to be used up at the present rate 
of withdrawal. This does not take into con- 
sideration the present large waste. The rate 
of use has doubled in the last 11 years, with 
signs that it will grow still higher. How- 
fever, so far the industry has kept on finding 
new reserves year by year to exceed the con- 
sumption. 

The figures are fantastic. They go by 
trillions of cubic feet, both as to supply and 
use. In a year the nation now is using a 
volume of natural gas sufficient to cover St. 
Louis almost half a mile high—that is to 
.say, about four trillion cubic feet, besides 
‘another trillion more or less being wasted 
in picturesque but useless well flares. 


The Federal Power Commission, charged 
by law with partial regulation of this mod- 
ern Prometheus Unbound, is completing a 
report of the most intensive investigation 
of the natural gas industry ever made. The 
recommendations have been only partially 
disclosed. There are clear indications that 
no radical increase or change in federal con- 
trol of the business is likely. The prospect 
seems to be rather ‘for clarification and 
tightening of existing regulations, in a situ- 
ation where almost every interest has a 
viewpoint differing from the next fellow’s. 


St. Louis has a big consumers’ stake in 
this industry. In the city proper and the 
Missouri suburbs there is a heavy admixture 
of natural gas with manufactured gas. As 
soon as the pipe line from the south can be 
enlarged, Laclede Gas Light Co., which re- 
cently added the St, Louis county system to 
the city, will switch to straight natural. 
‘This is expected to lead to some reduction 
in local gas rates. 


Changeover Cannot 
Take Place Quickly. 


The changeover cannot .ake place before 
the winter of 1948-49, or even 1949-50, be- 
cause of the difficulty in getting the light- 
weight, high-pressure, thin, welded steel pipe 
needed for a modern delivery system. In 
the Illinois portion of the metropolitan area 
straight natural gas already is being served. 

Four-fifths of all the gas used in this 
country now is natural gas, only a fifth 
(by heating value, not volume) is manu- 
factured, 

The Post-Dispatch has gone into the find- 
ings of the FPC inquiry, which was super- 
vised by Chairman Nelson Lee Smith and 
directed by Burton N. Behling, an econo- 
mist. Protracted hearings were held in 
eight cities over a year’s period. The views 
of every element interested in natural gas 
—the industry and users on one hand and 
the rival fuels and transport on the other 
-—went into the voluminous record. 


Of primary concern is how much natura! 
gas remains sealed in subterranean sands. 
FPC is placing chief reliance on the estimate 
of an expert, E. L. de Golyer, widely known 
geologist of Dallas, Tex. He put the con- 
tent of major. fields at 144 trillion cubic 
feet, as of Jan, 1, 1946, and concluded that 
a total of 200 trillions from adl sources was 
a fair estimate. 


Consumption probably exceeds four tril- 
lion cubic feet a year now, besides the waste. 
This waste is partly the result of various 
wartime circumstances but also is due vari- 
ously to dissatisfaction over prices, indif- 
ference, expense of gathering small and 
scattered supplies, and problems arising 
where gas comes in connection with oi). A 
relatively minor part of the waste occurs in 
the Southern Illinois oil fields, where many 
St, Louisans have seen scores of spectacular 
flares burning around the clock. 

Natural gas was first employed at Fre- 
donia, N.Y., in 1821. It came into fairly 
general, but localized, use in the Appala- 
chian area about the time of the Civil War. 
By the turn of the century it was more 
widely known, but prodigally dissipated. 
Towns, like Iola, Kan., boomed and withered 
with this strange and “free” natural force, 
a colorless and nearly odorless gas that 
burned hot and fast in industrial furnaces 
and converted cook stoves. 


Fields rose and fell, The peak of West 
Virginia preduction was attained about 
1917, A year earlier the Monroe field had 
been discovered in northern Louisiana, and 
for a while it was the country's bigwest, but 


now it is figured to be good for only six or

seven years more unless the industry eases 
off on withdrawals, It is from Monroe that 
St. Louis has drawn natural gas for its 
mixed supply for the last 15 years. ‘The 
Mississippi River Fuel Corp., serving the St. 
Louis district, ard pipe lines serving other 
centers, are turning now to the newer Car- 
thage field in eastern Texas. 

Government records of marketed produc- 
tion of natural gas date from 1906, when 
the volume was 389 billion cubic feet. The 
last exact figure, for 1944, was almost 10 
times as much—three trillion and 766- bil- 
lion cubic feet. In the last 41 years Total 
consumption has been about 63 trilljons. 

Currently, the flush area for natural gas 
is a series of fields along the Texas Gulf 
Coast. Its effect is due to be felt far-inte 
the Northeast. However, the biggest single 
reserve is in the Panhandle field, areund 
Amarillo, Tex., and the next largest, in 
order, are: Hugoton (Kansas, Oklahomaand 
Texas), which has a pipe line crossing "Mis- 
souri at Bowling Green; Carthage (Texas) 
and two near Houston, Tex., the Katy’ and 
Old Ocean. These five fields together have 
more than two-fifths of the nation’s known 
reserves. The Monroe field ranks four- 
teenth. 


Prospects Are Good 
For New Discoveries. 


Geologists insist that there are at least 
reasonably good prospects for continuing 
discoveries, They are looking especially 
towards the northern plains states. Deeper 
drilling fs éne possibility; average depth of 
natural gas wells now is about 3000. feet, 
but the gas has been found in Louisiana and 
California at 15,000 feet, or nearly three 
miles down,

Demand for natural gas grew sharply 
after the end of World War II. Industries 
are calling for it as a fuel and for tech- 
nological use. A vast field has been tapped 
in the utilization of natural gas as a raw 
material in industrial chemistry, Natural 
gas is indispensable in production of carbon 
black, which is an essential in the manufac- 
ture of tires, more being required with 
synthetic rubber than natural rubber. 

With the rising price of coal and oil and 
uncertainties over the coal supply, the de- 
mand for natural gas for household and 
commercial heating has grown far beyond 
the capacity to deliver it from the fields. 
In some places, including Minneapolis, gas 
already is cheaper than coal. 

The Big Inch and Little Inch lines, built 
for wartime oil, are scheduled now to move 
natural gas toward the North Atlantic §ea- 
board, last important industrial region re 
maining to obtain that fuel. Pipes have 
grown from 10-inch diameter to 26-inch 
and California proposes a 30-inch line. 


Backlog of Other 
Fuel Is Available. 


While it is true that the present outlook 
is for eventual exhaustion of the supply of 
natural gas—perhaps in 50 years—there is 
a tremendous backlog of other materials 
for fuel and technological use. 

A Bureau of Mines expert testified before 
FPC that the nation’s presently préved 
gaseous, liquid and solid fuel reserves had 
the energy equivalent of 2.6 trillion tons 
of bituminous coal. He said they Were 
divided as follows: Coal and lignite, $8.8 
per cent; oil shale, 0.8 per cent; petroleum, 
0.2 per cent, and natural gas, 0.2 per cent. 
This country, he added, has 40 to 60 per 
cent of the world’s reserves of coal, 35 per 
cent of the proved petroleum reserves and 
four and one-half times the volume of the 
latter in potential oil reserves from distilla- 
tion of shale. 


The industry is counting on eventual pro- 
duction of gas, liquid fuel and lubricants 
from coal and oil shale, when forced to. 
just as Germany leaned heavily on coal as 
a source of gasoline in the war.

The Student Federalists’ View 


To the tor of the Post-Dispatch: 

We of/the Missouri University chapter 
of Student Federalists are greatly con- 
cerned by attitudes such as those ex- 
pressed by Mrs, Florence H. Becker in 
the January-February issue of National | 
Defense News, a publication of the 
National Society of Daughters of the 
American Revolution, In her article, 
“Building for Tomorrow,” she states 
that “The Student Federalists (have) 
moved on to the campuses of the edu- 
cational institutions of America. (They) 
spread propaganda of foreign ideologies 
and poison our youth against American 
tradition, patriotism, and ideals. Are 
you familiar with the aims and purposes 
of this and other organizations, which 
tend to weaken the mora! fiber of our 
youth?” 

We can't help wrenderine if the author 
herself was very familiar with the aims 
of our organization. The Student Fed- 
eralists is an organization of students 
on college and university campuses 
across the nation working toward the 
achievement of “federal world govern- 
ment in our time.” These students, 
many of whom are veterans who saw 
at first hand the futility of an intense 
and isolated nationalism on the part of 
the United States, are convinced that 
our liberty and that of all men can 
only be secured by some type of work- 
ing international government. 


Many of those leading the study of 
the unique problems of the Atomic Age, 
notably Emery Reves in his “Anatomy 
of Peace,” maintain that the progress 
toward one world is inevitable and that 
giobal unity may come about in one 
of two ways—by law or by conquest. 
Authoritative reports tell us that the 
Communist organizations throughout the 
world hope to achieve one world by 
conquest. We believe that the protec- 
tion of our liberty and security demands 
that it be achieved by enforceable world 
law. 

To claim, as Mrs. Becker does, that 
we are spreading foreign ideologies and 
poisoning American youth is to ignore 
the facts. The Student Federalists or- 
ganization was founded in 1940 by a 
young American student to campaign 
for ld government, and for that 
alone. "It has never been interested in 
the furthering of foreign ideologies. It 
aims rather to stimulate thinking on 
the urgent need for federal world gov- 
ernment; to educate our generation in 
the principles of federalism; to find, 
train and organize the necessary lead- 
ers, and to support all proposals which 
embody the minimum essentials of fed- 
eral world government, 

The stakes are high, and the time is 
ghort. The lesson we are studying is 
that of the survival of our civilization in 
an Atomic Age. We hope that the 
United States public will want to study 
that lesson with us. If, as it now ap- 
pears, the answer cannot be found with- 
in the framework of a family of national 
states, then we hope the people of the 
United States will be willing to extend 
a part of their allegiance to a higher 
organization. 

Can such study as this “weaken the 
moral fiber of our youth”?

In €lio’s Womb 


“History,” said Voltaire, “is the tend. of 
wooden shoes going up the stairs, and the patter 
of satin slippers coming down.” The patter of 
satin slippers on history’s stairway now is the 
receding British Empire; the clatter of wooden 
shoes is the lumbering of Russian imperialism 
fired by the proselyting zeal of the Communist 
dogma. 

The surging dynamic of Communism cannot 
be met by tired, static and quiescent institutions 
which demonstrate daily in England, France and 
Germany their inability to give the masses the 
standard of living which they have a right to 
expect of a modern industrial civilization. The 
Communist threat can be held at bay, but it can- 
not permanently be vanquished by such things 
as loans to Britain, Greece and Turkey, an in- 
crease in the calory content of German rations, 
or token forces, garrisoned like police squads, 
on Russia’s boundaries. 

Such measures as President Truman now is 
taking to call Russia’s hand, backed up by the 
atom bomb and America's aptitude for indus- 
trial warfare, may restrain the ambitions of a 
Russia still staggering from blows received in 
the last war. But they are not a long-range an- 
swer to the dangers of an uneasy peace. 


Seedbed of War 


And indeed, if Russia and the United States 
went ‘to war and Russia were resoundingly de- 
feated, it would be no more an answer to the 
fundamental problem of European civilization 
than were the defeats of Germany in 1918 and 
1945. Before the United States entered the last 
war, the Post-Dispatch said, in 1940: | 


What are the historical forces whose fer- 
ment has brought Europe into a great war 
for a a time in a v uarter-century?.. . 
This area pS ogy to many separate 
nations, each with its own illogical tariff 
barriers, which keep it from exporting its 
surplus commodities to its neighbors or re- 
ceiving from them the goods in which it is 
deficient. . . . To carve a continent into a 
‘crazy quilt of small nations creates irre- 
sistible economic pressures. Recurrent ex- 
plosions are inevitable until some machinery 
for relieving these pressures is devised. .

There is more of a vacuum to fill than that of . 


rotting empire. There is also the vacuum of 
frustrated economic institutions. : 

Communism’s great ally in Europe today is 
not the cold, abstruse materialism of the Marx- 
ian doctrine; it is “balloon belly” in Germany 
and the Balkans, toothless children in France 
and Britain, and everywhere, from the crum- 
bling cliffs of Dover to the Black Sea, scurvy 
and rickets and a door closed against a com- 
fortable and decent human existence. 

Yet the situation is not hopeless. A new age 
knocks on the door of time, The muse of his- 
tory is in travail; a young giant stirs in Clio’s 
womb, if only the midwives of European politics 
will stir themselyes:to attend its birth. , 


The “Great Design” 


Amidst the ruins of falling empire, there is. 


an instrument that could be used to fill the 


void. That is a “United States of Europe.” It is. 
an instrument not.limited to the negative object. 


of fending off Communism.. but possessed of 
a dynamic and purpose which can interpose a 
true bulwark against the Communist thrust; 


It is a plan the need for which has been. 


recognized from the Middle Ages. In the early 
seventeenth century, it was the “Great Design” 
of Henry the Fourth of France and his minister, 
Sully, and might conceivably have been achieved 
then had not Henry fallen at the hand of the 
addled ex-valet, Ravaillac. 


In the nineteenth century, another Frenchman, 
Victor Hugo, championed the idea. At the In- 
ternational Peace Congress at Paris in 1849, he 
said: 

A day will come when those two immense 
groups, the United States of America and 


the United States of Europe, shall be seen 
placed in the presence of each other, extend- 


ing the hand of mewane across the ocean, 
exchanging their rH uce, their commerce, 
their industry, their arts, their genius, clear- 
ing the earth, peopling the deserts, improv- 
ing creation ‘under the eye of the Creator 
and uniting, for the good of all, these two 
irresistible and infinite eget yo 'the frater- 
nity of men and the power of God. 

In the late 1920s, as Europe teetered between 
two wars, yet another eloquent Frenchman, 
Aristide Briand, pressed for a federated Europe. 
With a mortal illness upon him—he was to be 
dead within the month—Gustav Stresemann, the 
German democratic leader, made a moving ap- 
peal for the Briand scheme in the League As- 
sembly. But to the move for unity, Britain op- 
posed her old formula of “Divide and rule”; 
Briand’s plan was stilettoed by the bumbling 


Baldwin, aided by France's fascist Flandin, Now 


Europe's men of vision speak out again, trying to — 


make themselves heard above the thunderous 


roar of torpor and inertia. Prime Minister Attlee . 
has said, “Europe must federate or perish.” Win- | 


ston Churchill has said: 


If, in this interval, we can revive the life 
and ‘unity of Europe and Christendom, and 
with this new reinforcement build high and 
commanding ‘a world structure of ‘peace 
which no one will.dare challenge, the most — 
awful crisis of history will have passed away 
and the highroad of history will again be- 
come open. 


Escape .From. Fragmentation 


The political advantages of European union 


have been well explored, Less has been. sai@— 
much too little—about the economic, ethnic and 
cultural advantages of federation. Therein lies 
tangible promise of a more prosperous life that 
can overcome lethargy and tradition and move 
men to clothe a dream with reality. 

Shackled in their present narrow boundaries, 
and unsustained by the booty of imperialism 
which poured in so richly in the past, neither 
Britain nor the Continental nations have much 
prospect of a high standard of living. But with 
their commerce revived by a free flow of com- 
merce among them, with their talents pooled to 
utilize the fallow sections of the world, what a 
prospect of material rewards would unfold be- 
fore them! 

Across the oceans lie the black deltas of 
Africa, the rich plains and plateaus of New 
Guinea, the volcanic soll of New Britain and 
New Caledonia, the infinitely fertile muck of 
the New Hebrides and the Solomons, all waiting 
to yield up vast stores of food for a mechanized 
‘*&griculture—an agriculture which would give a 
prized outlet to the industrial genius of the Ger- 
mans and the commercial talents of the British. 

The world’s mineral wealth waits to yield its 
riches to the same pooled efforts of British, 


French and Gertmhan capital and enterprise. ' 


Above all, the magic of organic chemistry and 
of atomic science wait to pluck from earth and 
air bounties which can be reaped only by large- 
scale industry serving merged populations un- 
hindered by trade barriers and cartels. 


Tests of a Healthy. Nation 


A United States of Europe, confident in its 
own strength, and sharing common ideals with 
the United States of America, would be freed in 
substantial measure from the crushing load of 
military budgets and could devote more of its 
resources to the causes of peace. 

Bruce Hopper, the Harvard historian, in an 


essay on the rise and fall of nations, lists these | 
_ three essentials of a strong nation today: 


1, Actual possession of sufficient raw mate- 
rials for advancing industrialism. 

2. Possession of a highly developed industrial 
technology to support modern war. 

3. An adequate population, a high reproduc- 
tive rate of the manpower, virility and energy. 

-Alone,’no European nation has more than one 
or two of these three essentials for a strong and 
viable state. United they would have ‘all three 
in great abundance. 


What should be the role of the United States 


in the creation of a like nation in Europe? First, 
the role is to guarantee the emerging federation 
from military interference by Russia. Second, 
to give financial assistance in generating eco- 
nomic strength. Third and perhaps foremost, 
to supply encouragement and vision for consum- 
mation of the project. It is President Truman’s 
chance to bid for a place with the immortals. — 


To Lift Europe From. Despair 
A thousand obstacles—political, racial and 


ideological—to the creation of a United States. 


of Europe spring instantly into the practical 
mind. But how precious are the prejudices and 
hatreds of Europe, compared to a-plan that could 
lift the Continent from a morass of despair? 

World crises like the present one demand 
more than practicality. They require vision, 
imagination: and heroic boldness. No accom- 
plishment could be more satisfying than to see 
this old and bloody continent, which has seen 
so much misery through the centuries, united, 
peaceful and arrayed to achieve the full promise 
of its cultural past. 

Let those who call themselves statesmen prick 
themselves awake with the sharp nettles of 
necessity and rise to the roles to which history 
calls them. Or if it is not in them to react with 
verve and vision, let them band together and 
act, as Kipling said, “from common funk.” Like 
the famous advice Behjamin Franklin gave to 
the American colonies, for Europe it is a case of 
“Join—or Die.” 


Leprosy—and. Dr, Parran 


Elsewhere in this section today is an article 
on leprosy which explodes some of the many 
misconceptions concerning this disease. For cen- 
turies, the very word has been one to cause re- 
vulsion, yet the truth is that leprosy is not as 
communicable as other diseases far more fre- 
quently found. Moreover, with the use of new 
sulfone drugs, the disease is yielding handsomely 
to treatment. 

Despite the facts, which are well known to 
the United States Public Health Service, that 
Service shows timidity with regard to establish- 
ing clinics in various parts of the country where 
the disease can be diagnosed and treated. It is 


’ estimated there are about 3000 cases of leprosy 


in the United States, but the leprosarium at 
Carville has ohly some 380 patients. 

What's the answer? Many sufferers from the 
disease are concealing the fact because they 
dread the stigma that now unfairly attaches to 
Carville patients. Or they do not want to be 
taken away from their families for years on 
end. The result is that, unless they are being 
treated adequately by private physicians—and 
that is doubtful—they are running risks of let- 
ting the disease proceed to a dangerous degree. 


Let the Public Health Service act in the light - 


of its own scientific knowledge rather than be 

frightened off by a misinformed public opinion. 

Let it establish diagnostic and treatment centers 

where sufferers can go freely. Only a few years 
' 


ago syphilis, too, was a hush-hush disease, and 
newspapers were afraid even to print the word. 
Now, information about syphilis is published 
everywhere, thanks in large part to the courage 
of Surgeon General Parran. Such public dis- 
cussion is a necessary step to bring the disease 
under control. 


We should like to see Dr. Parran do for lep- 
rosy what he did for syphilis, namely, to bring 
discussion of it out into the open. The public, 
we think, would welcome to be told that the 
truth about this interesting and ancient disease 
is far different from the myths and taboos that 
have surrounded it for so long.

MAprY MAN, by Hermann Kesten. 
George Grosz. la. A. Wyn, New York.) 
In the old-time fairy. tale right is might; 

evil is vanquished and true love wins out; 
the lovers either live happily ever after or 
die in each other’s arms. But modern man 
has created a new world and with-it the 
need for a new mythology. Hermann Kes- 
ten in his tales of Berlin between wars 
makes his contribution to the new folk-loPe 
of capitalism, 

The characters of this book, yet in the 
Germany of 1929, suffer the fate of valley 
people, invaded from all sides by the pre- 

iling winds: from the East: Communism; 
rom the West: capitalism. Kesten sets up 
his conflict not only inside the individuals, 
but in their interaction with each other. 

His Happy Man is the conformer, but a 
true conformer and not one who conforms 
outwardly while inside he carries on a per- 
sonal rebellion. His very soul must be 
made to believe in success as happiness, 
and then will hé find love and prosperity 
as well,

Max and Else are in love, but everything 
is against them. He is unemployed; her 
father is threatened with jail for embez- 
The only solution is offered by Al- 
fons, a rich, 40-year-old suitor of Else, who 
offers to pay her father’s debts in exchange 
for her hand, This means giving up her 
Max, and she refuses. 

So far, so good, until the three, Max, Else 
and Alfons, meet in a cafe, Their verbal 
fencing revolves around their individual 
philosophies of life, and their asides in 
each other’s company penetrate deeply into 
the marrow of our jungle mores, 

There is a disorderly quarrel, a dream, 
a robbery. Then, in quick succession, the 
death of Else’s mother, the imprisonment 


.of her father, the spurning of her love by 


Max and her own suicide under a Berlin 
subway train.

At this point, the author steps forward 
with his moral: “Man is now only a com- 
modity, marriage a statute, love a system, 
past culture a mistake, future culture a 
party program; freedom has changed from 
a conception to an outworn illusion, hu- 
manity to a collective entity, and the indi- 
vidual from a divine atom to the industrial 
product of an endless belt.” 

So the story races to its conclusion. Max 
and Alfons have a good cry and embrace 
each other, the latter taking the penniless 
Max as a business partner. 
and marry well, and Max is soon the proud 
father of two-children. No longer cynical, 
he is now pollyannish. Wealth, he insists, 
comes to those who sincerely yearn for it, 
and happiness is the reward of virtue. 

This is not only a book of morals but a 
biting picture ef middle-class Berlin life. 
It is illustrated with excellent line draw- 
ings by George Grosz, whose recent auto- 
biography, “A. Little Yes and a Big No,” 
could be used as a documentary footnote 
to this essay in novel form.

The thing that made Hendrick Willem 
van Loon’s compendiums on whatever sub+ 
ject art, music, history—so fascinating 
was simply that no one but Hendrick Wil- 
lem van Loon could have written them, No 
page ever lacked evidence of his loose, cas- 
ual, rambling prose composition.’ Few 
pages ever lacked a characteristic preju- 
dice or two. es 

Above all, nothing he wrote ever failed 
to receive the stamp of his individuality; 
for, whatever the subject, it was always 
Van Loon himself who made the greatest 
impression. It may be said that whatever 


. subject he chose, adorned him. Nor should 


it have been otherwise; Van Loon was 
above all a teacher. -His enthusiasms and 
his prejudices were contagious; and there 
is no one who was not improved. by an at-

A childhood incident leads him to survey 
briefly the whole history of man in this 
respect or that. He wanders about a great 
deal, as indeed a man should when he 
writes reminiscences; but he wanders to 
some purpose, and you are as happy when 
he strays from his subject as when he re- 
turns to it. 

For an evening made significant with the 
recognition of human dignity, choose an 
evening with a happy, garrulous and in- 
telligent elderly man—and let that man be, 
if possible, someone resembling the late 
Hendrick van Loon.

We can see opportunities which 
were taken and other opportuni- 
ties which were missed; we can 
speculate on how different might 
have been the course of events 
had our peoples at certain mo- 
ments made a different choice. We 
may recall the intervention of the 
United States in the First World 
War, and what that meant for Al- 
lied victory; or the refusal of the 
United States to enter the League 
of Naticns, with all the loss of au- 
thority that resulted, We may feel 
reasonably certain, as we recall 
the step by step aggression of 
Japan, that this fatal rake’s prog- 
ress might’ have been checked at 
the outset by combined and res-. 


olute action of the two principal | 


Pacific powers. 
Democratic Divisions. 

We can now realize how the 
Nazis and Fascists were able to 
profit by the divisions of the 
democratic world, and in particu- 
lar to exploit the independence of 
policy so jealously guarded by the 
United States and Britain. In the 
economic field, it is very clear 
that the difficulties of those years 
between the wars, which gave 
such opportunity to Hitler and 
Mussolini to mislead their peoples, 
would have been much less intract- 
able if the Americans and we had 
met them together, than they were 
when we tried to meet them separ- 
ately. And while, against this 
background, we can appraise the 
decisive character of the part 
played by the United States in 
the last war, and of the remark- 
able integration of effort which 
followed her entry into it, it is 
difficult to escape the conclusion 
that a similar collaboration, if it 
had only been possible before the 
war, might well have secured the 
world against that tragedy. - 

But the value of history lies 
rather in experience than in imag- 
ination. It will not insure us 
against making mistakes, but at 
least it should teach us not to 
make the same mistakes a second 
time. And some of these we have 
certainly avoided. 

No one could have spent, as I 
did, the years from 1941 to 1946 
in the United States without being 
profoundly sensible of the change 
which has come over the Ameri- 
can attitude towards international 
affairs. In 1919 and 1920, the 
United States rejected, first in the 
Senate and afterward in a country- 
wide election, President Wilson's 
appeal to his country to take up 
membership of the League of Na- 
tions. I have little doubt that the 
decision to abstain from close em- 
broilment in world affairs found 
favor with the majority. The or- 
dinary American was tired of 
Europe and its troubles. Many 
Americans or their parents had 
sought a new home in the New 
World with this very object of 
' getting away from Europe. They 
felt too that they had made their 
contribution to peace, and now 
wanted to be left alone to mind 
their own business. 

Change Takes Place. 

The thought 25 years later was 
very different. There were still 
preachers of the old gospel of 
isolation, but they were lone 
voices; and the United States ap- 
proached the problem of creating 
a new organization for peace with 
almost unanimous assent. The 
policy from which this all flowed 
could count on the support of 
both great political parties. The 
conference to frame the Charter 
met in an American city. The 
American delegates played a 
leading part in the proceedings, 
And Congress, by an overwhelm 
ing majority, accepted the plan 
that emerged, and all the obli- 
gations that it involved. :

That is a great gain, but it 
would be a grave error sup- 
pose that, because one ger 
has been happily surmounted, 
we can dismiss all fears for the 
future; and it would indeed be 
folly to drug ourselves with the 
belief that, with the United 
States firmly and fully estab- 
lished in membership in the 
United Nations, the United 
States will automatically com- 
mand a moral and physical 
power which no future aggres- 
sor wil] venture to provoke. 

We have all heard the sugges- 
tion that now the United Nations 
organization has been set up, 
there is no longer need for any 
special intimacy of relations be- 
tween the British Commonwealth 
and the United States — beyond 
the general amiability which in a 
mood of easy optimism it was 
hoped and expected every United) 
Nation would always feel for 
every other. It is even suggested 
that such special intimacy would 
be mischievous, as liable to create 
a competing loyalty. 

There might be some founda-. 
tion for this anxiety, if there were 
any question of building what I 
might term an Anglo-American 
front to the detriment of the or- 
ganization of the United Nations. 
But that certainly {s not and

If we cannot 
reach mutua] understanding in 
peace, there is little hope that 
others, without the good fortune 
of these advantages, will be more 
successful, 

So far therefore from Anglo- 
American f p being @ 
possible source of weakness to 
the United Nations, it cannot 
in my view be other than a 
source of strength. I would go 
further and claim that the or- 
ganization is unlikely to reach 
its full stature and power un- 
less it may be, as it were, but- 
tressed and reinforced by will- 
ing co-operation and friendship 
of this kind among its members. 

I do not personally believe 
that anything so formal as an 
alliance between oUr two coun- 
tries, even if it were desirable, 
is either practicable or w0®uld 
at any rate at present be ac- 
ceptable, Nor is it necessary. 
It is easy to exaggerate the im- 
portance and even the binding 
character of written instru- 
ments. For on vital issues, 
whatever treaties might say, a 
country has séidom allowed 
ee ee ee 


to be its interests. 

More substantial than any 
treaty of alliance, which we are 
unlikely to achieve, is an associa- 
tion of friendship and wunder- 
standing, founded upon that com- 
mon interest and way of thought 
which we already have. An as- 


often demands more from a peo- 
ple than a treaty which is nego- 
tiated in-a few weeks and signed 
in-a day. Matrimony is a more 
exacting affair for both parties 
than a commercial contract. 


Claims of Friendship. 

The kind of Anglo-American as- 
sociation that I have in mind is 
therefore more difficult just be- 
cause it is less precise and has no 
limit in time. Its claims are con- 
tinuous and abiding. We cannot 
be friendly one day and indiffer- 
ent the next or co-operative on one 
question and wunco-operative on 
another, There is no magic form- 
ula which, when applied to Anglo- 
American relations, will place and 
keep them for all time on a satis- 
factory footing. 

Such a relationship is sure to 
run into rough weather at tim 
and, as we come a little closer to 
the difficulties, we find at once 
that a common language and way 
of thought, valuable and vital as 
these are, do not necéssarily and 
automatically produce mutual un- 
derstanding. They can make it 
easier, but they cannot create it; 
and one of the duties of those who 
are concerned with Angilo-Ameri- 
can relations is to be forever try- 
ing to kill ideas that are wrong 


in the minds of the two peoples. 
Here, indeed, there is much to be 
done, for, in spite of all the ef- 


‘|forts that have been made, seri- 


ous misconceptions still linger. 
The answer to the question, 
“what should be the basis of the 
association between the British 
and American peoples?” is that 
this must rest upon, our common 
interest. There are fhfluences that 
work to keep us apart, just as 
there are others which pull the 
other way. ; 
History Shared Together. 
But overriding all is something 
deeper, derived from the way of 


| thought that we share and from 


a history that we have made and 
lived together. That is why, when- 
ever any vital issue has arisen in 
the world, you have generally 
found our two countries not onl 
thinking but acting alike: not al- 
ways at once, not always simul- 
taneously, but nearly always ulti- 
mately. If a Briton were to sit 
down and try to analyze the needs 
and purposes of British policy, and 
an American were to do the same 
service for his country, the re- 
sults, I venture to think, would 
be very similar and would never 
be incompatible. Apply that test 
to the whole range of questions 
which face us today when the war 
is over—questions of frontiers, of 
governments, of human freedom, 
of economic well-being, and of the 
security that we set out to win 
and hope we have won from the 
sacrifice and suffering of war. 

I can see no large or necessary 
divergence between the American 
and Briaish interest in any of

tries where the Communists have 


not revealed. 
The complete Usting, obtained 
by International -_News Service 
from the national headquarters of 
the English Communist party in 
London, represents the most de- 
tailed eurvey of Communist 
strength yet revealed. 
Countries in which the Commu- 
nists have gone underground are 
revealed as Portugal, Spain, Mar- 
tinique, Ceylon, Indonesia, the 
Philippines, Siam, Algeria, Moroc- 
co, South Africa and Tunisia. 
It must be emphasized that the 
figures are entirely from commu- 
nist sources. They do not corre- 
spond in all countries with the 
relative influence of the party 
unit. 
According to the London figures, 
the Communist party in the United 
States claims 47,000 members. 
46,000 in Sweden. 
In Sweden, the Communist 
strength is given as 46,000 but 
Communists won 92 seats in the 
last municipal elections. In Hol- 
land, the membership is Officially 
50,000. The party polled 502,000 
votes in the last general election 
and now has 15 seats in Parlia- 
ment, 

In Belgium, the Communists 
have 100,000 members but received 
300,000 votes in the last election: 
They hold 23 seats in the Chamber

portfolios. 

In France, the official member- 
ship is 1,300,000 but the Commu- 
nists polled 5,475,000 votes, gaining 
them five seats in the cabinet. 
In Italy, 2,200,000 persons are 
regist@red as Communists, but 
4,342,000 voted for them in the last 
election. They now hold 108 seats 
in Parliament and have four cabi- 
net ministers, 

Great Britain has only 43,000 
members, and the party received

The Communists have 33,000 
members in Norway and hold 11 
seats in Parliament. In Denmark, 
they have 60,000 -members and 
hold 18 representatives in Parlia- 
ment. Finland is occupied by 
Russian troops, but even under 
these circumstances there are only 
28,000 Communists and 51 repre- 
sentatives in Parliament—about 
one-third of the total seats. 

* Figures on Germany, | 
There are 1.576,000 Communists 
in the Soviet zone of Germany and 
350,000 in the western zones. Aus- 
tria has a membership of 150,000 
and the Communists polled 290,000 
votes in the general election. They 
have four seats in Parliament and 
one cabinet minister. | 
Bulgaria has 450,000 members 
and 8 seats in Parliament, 
Czechoslovakia 1,000,000 members 
and 115 seats, Hungary 650,000 
members and 70 seats, Poland 
600,000 members with a vote of 
9,003,682 for the Government bloc, 
Romania 500,000 members with 68 
seats and four cabinet ministers, 
and Yugoslayia 100,000 members 
with a vote of 6,725,000 for the 
People’s Front.

What is illuminating is the as- 
sumption in most of what has 
come my way from America and 
the conviction that there is no 
shadow of hope for British re- 
American ,full, I 
do not doubt, of goodwill wrote 
to me to suggest that Britain 
might be admitted to the Union 
as the three separate states of 
England, Scotland and Wales to 
assure its prospect of survival. 

Adjustments Needed. 

Most of us in this country are, 
I think, well aware that we have 
difficult times ahead. We have 
to adjust a highly artificial eco- 
nomy, which paid for a large part 
of its food supply by overseas in- 
vestments which it has sacrificed 
for victory in two world wars, to 
a situation in which it must not 
only export or face grave deterior- 
ation in its standard of living but 
also must export in the face of 
intense competition from other in- 
dustrial nations, one at least of 
which can mobilize far greater 
economic power in the fight for 
markets than any at our com- 
mand, 

All this means hard work; it 
means renovation of equipment 
out of our own savings; it means 
skill and experiment in design and 
manufacture; it means low costs 
of production; and it means an 
efficiency in salesmanship far in 
advance of the level with which 
our business men were satisfied in 
prewar years. 

How far is this possible of at- 
tainment? Americans, I think, 
who see in the decision to abdi- 
cate from India and Burma and 
Egypt the proof of British weak- 
ness, are making a’ great error of 
judgment. It is far better to have 
a free economic association with 
countries deeply nationalist in 
temper than a political relatiori- 
ship of domination and subordina- 
tion with frustrated people always 
seeking to escape from our con- 
trol, and always being put down at 
great cost and with the loss in 
each difficulty of some further in- 
crement of good will. _Economi- 
cally, I believe that the investment 
in political freedom that the.La- 
bor Government is seeking to 
make on the Imperial plane will 
turn out to be a good investment, 
the long-term benefits of which 
will be large. 

On Internal Changes. 

I think further that there is real 
reason to hope that the internal 
changes for which the Govern- 
ment, stands sponsor will prove 
advantageous. It is notable that, 
within a few months of the -na- 
tionalizing of the mines, there is 
a new spirit in the industry and 
a higher output per man-hour 
than for many years. There is 
good reason to hope that, when 
the new machinery is installed and 
the new relations are fully under 
way, the industry will become at- 
tractive once more to new recruits 


and give us the immense advan- 
tage of being able again to export 


coal, 

Unification of transport ought 
to mean both increased efficiency 
and better service to industry. In 
agriculture, there is plenty of evi- 
dence to suggest that the new poli- 
cies will give us a larger ‘store of 
food supplies than at any previous 
period, with less dependence on 
foreign producers. 

In the manufacturing field, the 
period sirice the war has shown 
definite progress in processes of 
manufacture, in experiment in de- 
sign and, though perhaps in less 
degree, in tfficiency of marketing. 
No doubt this is a sellers’ market 
and the real test is still to come, 
especially when the demand for 
consumer goods begins to be sat- 
isfied, | 


Chance of Recovery. 


But, all in all, it does not seem 
that the necessary drive will be 
wanting -so long as British manu- 
facturers and the financial inter- 
ests behind them are motivated by 
economic and not by political con- 
siderations, Let me add the im- 
portant fact that everything goes 
to suggest that Great Britain has 
a high chance of recovering her 
primary position in the shipping 
trade before 1947 is over, 

I am bound to add that much is 
going to depend upon the attitude 
of the United States in the next 
few years. In announcing a policy 
of “freer trade but not free 
trade,” it has not been made 
wholly clear by President Truman 
what policy the United States pro- 
— to pursue in the world mar- 

et. 

In the first phase of the dis- 
cussions about Greece it looked as 
though the American idea was that 
the United States Government 
should provide the loan and the 
British Government should pro- 
vide the troops to maintain “law 
and order.” That is, of course, a 
wholly impossible point of view. If 
the United States is going to set- 
tle the Greek struggle in favor of 
the parties of reaction, it must do 
so openly and unmistakably and 
not by. way of using Britain as a 
satellite instrument, especially for 
purposes of-which our people pro- 
foundly disapprove, 

If it is optimistic to believe that, 
five years from now the economic 
voyage of this country will be in 
smooth waters, I am an optimist. 
We shall be largely free of the 
main incubus of imperialism; we 
shall have the major industries of 
the country used to serve the coun- 
try and not to serve profit; we 
shall have re-equipped them with 
the latest machinery, and we shall 
have harnessed to production a 
workers’ goodwill far in advance 
of anything in the United States.

The great majority of the patients are free to move about, play 
games, engage in amateur theatricals and all sorts of social activities. 
Many of them bear no marks of the disease, nor do they differ in any 
observable way from other human beings. No special precautions 


are used to guard the visitor from infection. 


Upon departure, he is 


invited to wash his hands if he cares to do so, and that is all. 


Yet these patients are stigma- 
tized and, in the words of Stanley 
Stein, their outstanding leader 


and editor of a monthly publica- 
tion known as The Star, “the stig- 
ma is more damaging than the 
germ.” It is The Star’s mission 
to radiate “the light of truth on 
' Hansen's disease,” so called for 
the doctor who found ami de 
scribed the bacillus. The truth, 
however, fights hard against an- 
cient superstition and the Book of 
Leviticus, which reads: 


And the leper in whom the 


a shall cry, “Unclean, 


All the wherein the 
plague shall be iv him he shall 
be defiled, he is unclean: he 
shall dwell alone; without the 
camp shall his habitation be. 


Doctors who study the Thir- 
teenth and Fourteenth Chapters 
of Leviticus doubt even that the 
old chroniclers were actually de- 
scribing what is now known as 
leprosy; in any event, modern ex- 
perience leads to the settled medi- 
cal conclusion that the disease is 
only “feebly communicable.” In 
the history of the Carville insti- 
tution, founded more than a half 
century ago by the Sisters of 
Charity, not one doctor, -nurse or 
other attendant has ever con- 
tracted the disease, 


Ket the Federal Government, 
which foots the bill, insists upon 
paying the personne] of the insti- 
tution at one-and-one-half times 
the usual Civil Service rates, on 
the false supposition that their oc- 
cupation is a hazardous one, Even 
employes who do not come in in- 
timate contact with the patients 
are paid one-and-one-quarter times 
the usual rates. 


It would be more logical to give 
such premiym pay to medical per- 
sonne] who attend the diseases of 
syphilis and tuberculosis, which 
are more communicable than 
leprosy. These diseases, thousands 
of times more widespread than 
leprosy, constitute, in fact, a far 
more serious public health prob- 
lem. It is estimated there are 
about 3000 cases of leprosy alto- 
gether in the United States, and 
the disease is endemic in only four 
states—South Texas, California, 
‘FMorida ard Louisiana. 


The Case of Father Damien. 


Just as the Bible has contrib- 
uted to a misunderstanding of 
leprosy, so has literature and his- 
tory, for example, in the oft-told 
story of Father Damien, who died 
of the disease at the Molokai Col- 
ony in the Hawaiian Islands, aft- 
er vojuntarily going there to 
nurse the patients. Father Damien, 
it is mow established, seemingly 
courtéd the dirtase by unneces- 
sarily Intimate contact. To quote 
Dr. E. Denny of the United 
States Pullic Health Service’ 


“The good Father never took 
any precautions against infec- 
tion; but lived surrounded by 
his sick parishioners, under un- 
hygienic conditions, his food pre- 
pared by leprosy patients, his 
clothes washed by them, and 
even.his pipe smoked by leprosy 
patients.” 
wert. Damien's “martyrdom,” 

howeyér, overshadows the career 
of hig. successor, Brother Joseph 
Dutton, who spent 48 years at 
Molokai in daily contact with pa- 
tients, and the careers of Mcther 
Mariatine and Sister Leopoldina, 
the first two nurses who served 
with Father Damien. These three 
did not contract the disease, nor 
have the many others who have 
worked at Molokai in the last 50 
years. 


Improvement in Treatment, 


While much remains to be done 
to spread the truth concerning 
leprosy, remnarkable improvements 
have: been made in the last few 
years,’ both in the medical treat- 
ment of leprosy ot well as in

public understanding! of the dis 
ease. Whereas the institution at 
Carville formerly had an atmos- 
phere of hopelessness and even 
despair, as the patients consid 
ered themselves hopeless outcasts 
through no fault of their own, it 
now has an atmosphere of hope. 


One cause is the use of new 
sulfone drugs to supplant the 
old and questionable remedy of 

' Ghaulmoogra oil. These new 
drags — notably promin and 
diasone — have been employed 
with marked success to clear up 
lesions and to bring about the 
arrest of the disease. Some of 
the important research work 
preceding the application of 
sulfone drugs to leprosy was 
done by Dr. E. V. Cowdry of 
St. Louls. Within the past year, 
25 patients have been telenael 
from Carville and others are 
looking forward to resuming 
their lives in the outside world. 


Though Stanley Stein has been 
plugging away for years in an 
effort to improve the public at- 
titude toward leprosy, often under 
the most discouraging conditions, 
he received sudden and dramatic 
help last year when the famous 
Hornbostel case was widely pub- 
licized. However bad some of 


that publicity was, the net effect 
has been to attract new attention 
to Carville, and mucf of that 
new attention, in the form of 
newspaper and magazine articles, 
radio talks and so on, has been 
entirely wholesome. 


The Hornbostel Case. 


Gertrude Hornbostel, at present 
a patient at Carville, contracted 
leprosy in the Orient and became 
conscious of it after she, was re- 
leased from the notorious Jap 
camp of Santo Tomas in the 
Philippines after the war. Though 
some medical opinion was to the 
contrary, both Mrs. Hornbostel 
and her husband, Maj. Hans G. 
Hornbostel—a veteran of Bataan 
and Corregidor and also a Jap 
prisoner — became convinced she

in the Orient with the Army and 
in private life, both Maj. and Mrs. 
Hornbostel had become familiar 
with the disease’s manifestations. 


The publicity broke when Maj. 
Hornbestel calmly announced that 
he would accompany hig wife to 
Carville, where she insisted on 
going for treatment. The major 
has had a gallant career in the 
service of his country, but he knew 
that there was nothing especially 
gallant in remaining with his wife 
at a leprosarium. Yet the press 
record it in such headlines as 
“Brave Husband Goes to Certain 
aoe for Love of His Leprous 

ife.” 


While regulations did not per- 
mit Hornbostel to live with his 
wife at the leprosarium, he rents 
a cottage a short distance away 
and spends most of his time there. 
Armed with his knowledge of the 
disease, the tommyrot that is con- 
nected with it and a righteous ir- 
dignation over the injustices to 
which leprosy patients have been 
subjected, Hornbostel joined with 
Stein in a concerted campaign 
f. reform. 

One of the almost immediate 
results was Hornbostel’s discovery 
that Carville patients were not 
permitted to vote—disenfranchised 
by Louisiana law. A campaign 
against this discrimination re- 
sulted in the passage of a con- 
stitutional amendment giving the 
patients their rights as American 
citizehs. ~ 

Another result was to liberalize 
the right of certain patients to 
leave the institution at intervals to 
visit their families. A fight was 
begun to end the designation of 
patients as “inmates,” to call dis- 
charged patients “parolees,” and} 
the use of other terms of a derog- 
atory nature. A movement is under 
way to bring.to mutilated patients 
the blessing of plastic surgery; an- 
ot’ er to provide separ’ te quarters 
for psychotic patients; another to 
provide occupational therapy; and 
perhaps most important of all, te 
remove the leprosaritum from the 
insalubrious climate of Carville, or, 
at least, to estatlish clinics for 
diagnosis and treatment in other 
parts of the country. : 


Unfortunate Location, 


While a great deal of money has 
been spent on the leprosarium and 
it is admirably conducted, in most 
ways, by the United States Public 
Health Service, its location on re- 
claimed swamp land on the banks 
of the lower Mississippi is an un- 
fortuhate one, as medical experts 
agree. It has been recommended 
that the disease would much more 
readily yield to treatment in a 
cooler climate where leprosy is 
almost never found, 


A recently formed natfonal ad- 
visory committee, strongly backed 
by the American Legion, which 
has a post at Carville of leprosy 
patients, has made ca series of rec- 
ommendations, including the es- 
tablishment of special treatment 
centers in various parts of the 
country. The committee also rec- 
ommends that efforts be made, 
particularly in endemic areas, to 
acquaint all physicians with the 
importance of be alert to detect 
cases of leprosy. e latter rec- 
ommendatio. grows out of the 
notorious fact that many doctors, 
never having had experience with 
the disease, have misdiagnosed it. 
It has been common for doctors to 
mistake leprosy for syphilis and to 
mistreat it accordingly, 


It is understood that the future 
attitude of the United States 
Health Service toward various sug- 
gestions for improvement of the 
treatment of patients depends to a 
large extent on public reaction. 
There are said to be two schools 
of thought in the service, one ad- 
vocating courageous action; the 
other, recognizing that such ac- 
tion would be beneficial, but fear- 
ing adverse public opinion,

” Treaty to Prevent Race Killing

Now the United Nations are 
preparing a special treaty—which 
55 nations will be asked to sign— 
because of his idea. 
This is the idea; That an at- 
tempt to wipe out any group of 
people for racial, religious or 
social ideas is an international 
crime and should be punished 
through an international body. 
The idea seems obvious enough. 
But when, with Lemkin’s persua- 
sion, the United Nations last De- 
cember named such mass murders 
an intérnational crime, the ma- 
chinery had to be set up to ap- 
prehend such murderers, try them, 
sentence them, The U.N. Eco- 
nomic and Social Council is doing 
that right now, Its decisions will 
be written into a treaty. 
Lemkin coined a word for the 
crime, “genocide.” It comes from 
the Greek “genos” (race) and the 
latin “cide” (killing) and means 
just that, 
Even Winston Churchill was at 
a loss for such a word. Early in 
the war over the British radio 
he said: “We are faced with a 
crime so barbaric that it is name- 
less,” 
Lemkin began to battle for his 
idea in October 1933, when he was 
the attorney-general of Warsaw 
and was sent to a meeting of 
world-famous lawyers to Madrid 
to codify international law. 
Studied Ideas of Nazis. 
Léemkin had studied in Germany, 
He knew Nazis’ ideas' had to lead 
them to killing millions of other 
Europeans to make room for Ger- 
mans. 
So at Madrid he proposed that 
“genocide” be made an interna- 
tional crime. He failed. Other 
lawyers said “but there is no such 
thing as .exterminating whole 
groups of people.”.

Lemkin brought documents about 
all this'to the united States when 
Duke University, at Durham, N.C., 
invited him to teach. He wrote a 
book that spoke ‘of “genocide.” 
It struck sparks in Washington. 
He took off hours to visit here 
and finally found help in Eugene 
Meyer, owner of the Washington 
Post, whose paper began to write 
about the idea. 

Lemkin wound up as an adviser 
to the War Department on the 
Nuernberg trials, He is still with 
the War Department but plans 
to return to Duke. 

He showed up at the 1946 au- 
tumn assembly of the United Na- 
tions in New York and perspaded 
the: United States delegation to 
sponsor the resolution which made 
genocide an international crime. 
It was adopted unanimously by 
the assembly. 

Lemkin feels that his idea could 
mean that a new Hitler could be 
arrested as an international crim- 
inal long before he had crossed 
any border with his armies.

“Noisy” Japafgese Shrimp Provided Sound Screen 
| for U. S. Submarines |

NEW YORK, March 15 (AP) 
APANESE SHRIMP made so 
- much noise that many an Amer- 
ican submarine used them ‘as 
a screen to hide from the enemy 
navy’s echo detectors. 

The shrimp noise is a snapping 
‘sound. It has been called the 
shrimp love call, but there is nw 
scientific justfication for that. 
Shrimp get very noisy in the mud 
around oyster beds. 

U.S, submarines also hid under 
cover of noisy shrimp off other 
Pacific islands. How and where 
is still -a military secret, but the 
hiding is tald by Milton B. Dobrin, 
in a story on the piscatorial con- 
certo in the eter nay review of 
the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. 

Japanese shrimp are no noisier 
than those of other waters, par- 
ticularly around American coasts. 
This presumably enabled Ameri- 
can skippers to get some practice 
at home. 

Dobrin says that Japanese of- 
ficers told Americans after the war 
that there were spontaneous ex- 


plosions in Tokyo bay, probably

The N.A.A.C.%. asserts that dis- 
tribution by the party of printed 
Democratic ballots at general elec- 
tion polling places provided a 
legal loophole’ through which to 
snipe at the party’s exclusiveness. 

The suit was filed in the name 
of George Elmare, of Columbia, 
Negro, who said he was refused 
a vote in a primary election last 
Aug. 13 in Which a nominee for 
Congress was selected. 

Backed by Two Groups. 

Elmore, backed by the N.A.A.C.P. 
and the Negro Citizens’ Commit- 
tee of South Carolina, a similar 
organization, asked the court to 
declare unconstitutional the party 
policy of limiting its membership 
and votes to whites. 

His suit was brought against 
the primary election managers of 
Ward: 9 and 42 members of the 
Richland county Democratic ex- 
ecutive committee, and asked the 
court to: }. 

Declare the Negro’s right 
vote in the primaries; issue an 
injunction against the practice of 
excluding Negroes;. and enter a 
$5000 judgment for him against 
the county committee and ward 
managers, 

In addition to party distribu- 
tion of its ballots at general elec- 
tion polling places, Elmore’s suit 
declared the denial to vote in the 
primary was effectively a denial 
to vote at all, because the state’s 
elections were, and had been 
since 1875, pre-determined by the 
primary because the state was 
“overwhelmingly” Democratic. 


Others Using Model. 


Georgia, which with Texas was 
caught by federal court decisions 
that opened their Democratic 
party elections to Negroes, now is 
engaged in a legislative effort to 
restore the all-white primary and 
patterning its effort on the South 
Carolina model. 

Since the reconstruction period 
when the carpetbaggér used the 
newly-freed Negro to control 
state leglislaturés, the 
idea of Negroes voting in their 
party primaries has been abhor- 
rent to Southern Democrats. 

The threat of federal court in- 
tervention to disturb this status 
quo came five years ago in a de- 
cision by the United States Su- 
preme Court that opened the 
Texas primaries to Negroes. 

At that time, South Carolina 
Democrats agree, this «state’s 
party primaries were wide open 
to such a decision if a case had 
been made. e 

A special session of the General 
Assembly was called in the spring 
of 1944 by then governor, now 
United States Senator, Olin D. 
Johnston, to .wipe the statute 
books clean of primary ae 
Up until that time, and. on the 
strength of a state constitutional 
clause permitting the General As- 
sembly to regulate party primaries, 
the Democratic party and its pri- 
mary elections were regulated by 
state laws which specified the 
“Democrat” party. They were not 
applicable to other party pri- 
maries, ‘ 

Regulated Party Primaries, 

They extended to the party’s 
rules and regulations for precinct, 
county and state conventions; for 
the conduct of district, municipal, 
county and state Democratic pri- 
mary elections; set fines for vio- 
lation of party rules and made 
such violations criminal offenses 
punishable by jail terms; specified 
how ballots for Democratic pri- 
maries should be printed, and reg- 
ulated the casting and counting 
of ballots, 

All these were repealed in a 
week's time. Rereal of the state 
constitutional provision permitting 
the Assembly to regulate pri- 
maries was submitted, to the peo- 
ple, who approved it in the 1944 
general election, thus cutting the 
natal cord of primary election 
regulation by law. 

The 1946 primaries in which a 
Governor, seven other state con- 
stitutional officers, 147 members 
of the General Assembly and hun- 
dreds of local officials were nom- 
infated, were the first conducted 
without benefit of legal regulation 
or constitutional provision for reg- 
ulation, 

Democratic party officials, anti- 
cipating possible unrest and irreg- 
ularities for lack of legal restrains, 
found none. One county election 
was contested, but the matter was 
settled by ihe State Executive 
Committee,

Resent- 
ment ran strong in the T.U.C., 
however, and a resolution of cen- 
sure of the British Government 
was averted by a narrow margin.

Confederation Dissolved. 

The Greek Supreme Court on 
July 26, 1946, invalidated the law 
under which these elections were 
held, and dissolved the General 
Confederation. 

Monarchist gangs thereafter led 
attacks on union headquarters 
which were plundered and de- 
stroyed, according to the witnesses 
from the British labor movement. 

The financial aid proposed by 
President Truman will be nothing 
new inthe life of the poverty- 
stricken Greeks, who have always 
had a “poor relative” status in the 
United States. Remittances from 
Greeks in this country to their 
relatives at home have always’ 
been an important factor in the 
Greek economy. 

They averaged $25,000,000 a year 
before the war, and are running 
much higher now, in the opinion 
of Department of Commerce ex- 
perts. 

Greece has always suffered from 
an export deficit, rarely selling 
more than 65 per cent of the 
amount of goods it had to import. 
The remittances from America 
made up a substantial portion of 
this deficit in foreign payments. 

Economic Stake Small. 

The economic stake of the Unit- 
ed States in Greece is too tiny to 
encourage Communist charges that 
we are “protecting American in- 
vestments” in our new role of re- 
ceiver in the troubled peninsula. 

According to the International 
Trade Office, Americans have di- 
rect investments of about $6,000,- 
000 in Greece. The British were 
the big investors in the country, 
having supplied capital for the 
Greek railroads and other utilities. 

In the prewar years, Greece 
took about 7 per cent of its total 
imports from the United States. 
In 1939 thése imports totaled $7,- 
000,000 and consisted of wheat, 
machinery, automobiles, motion 
pictures, rice and lumber.

Following World War I and the 
making of the Versailles treaty 
every experienced airman knew 
World War II was inevitable, and 
said so. The lack of comprehen- 
sion of air power written into the 
Versailles treaty guaranteed Teu- 
ton military resurgence. 

As the League of Natjons, hav- 
ing no teeth, gradually starved, 
Mussolini and Hitler gyew fat. 
Each pinned his faith on a new 
military concept—blitzkrieg, or the 
tempo of air war. At this time 
little groups of airmen in England, 
France, the United States—yes, 
and even in Gérmany—thought 
war might still be prevented if we 
could stalemate Hitler by prompt; 
ing the democracies to arm them- 
selves strongly aloft. 

Warned in Vain. 

We pleaded, and. coaxed, and 
warned, and threatened in vain. 
The democracies did nothing, Wn- 
couraged by their weakness, Hit- 
ler struck. Europe swiftly capitu- 
lated. Had Hitler understood 
strategic air power as well as 
blitzkrieg he would have had the 
world at his feet within a year. 

Observing in the 1930s that Hit- 
ler would lose a long war because 
he did not understand the char- 
acter of strategic air power, the 
writer pointed out that German 
aviation would be the first com- 
ponent of Hitler’s war machine to 
fail, and wrote at the time of 
Billy Mitchell’s death that the ul- 
timate showdown for the United 
States would come in contrast 
with Russian, rather than Ger- 
man, air power. The following 
lines are from verses published ih 
1938 as an epitaph to General 
Mitchell: 

“Look up, Uncle Sam, through the 
haze o’er the hills 

To see what swings over the head;

Imperial System.

; LONDON, March 15 

ATIONS of the British Com- 
monwealth opened talks here 
this week on problems of trade 
and imperial preferential tariffs 
as a preliminary to next month’s 
multi-lateral trade negotiations in 
Geneva. 
Eleven countries will be repre- 
sented in the talks which are ex- 
pected to last three weeks. In 
adition to the full fledged Com- 
monwealth Governments of the 
United Kingdom, Canada, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand; South Africa, 
and Eire, delegations are attend- 
ing with full commonwealth status 
from India, Southern Rhodesia, 
Newfoundland, Burma Cey- 
lon. There is in addition a staff 
representing the colonies theme 
selves—Nigeria, Tanganyika, Ma- 
laya, Bermuda, Trinidad and all 
the rest, ; 

Formal opening ceremonies were, 
however, devoid of any mention 
of the dreadful words “imperial 
preferences.” Sir Stafford Cripps, ; 
president of the Board of Trade, , 
made a brief speech on the prob- 
lems of the conference, but closest , 
he could come to dealing with the | 
tariff question was to speak with 
good British understatement of 
the “exceptional family relation- 
ship that we enjoy.” 

Major Tariff Fortress. 

Since the preferential system, 
prevailing in the British empire, 
is the major tariff fortress which 
the United States hopes to storm 
at the Geneva talks, the reticence 
of the Commonwealth countries to 
come right out and say what they 
will be talking about in London 
is understandable, even if it is 
unnecessary. 

Sir Stafford’s opening remarks 
nevertheless did give something 
of a positive lead on the tariff 
question, even though he veiled 
his remarks in careful language. 

“We of the British Common- 
wealth have a specially compit- 
cated and difficult task,” he said, 
“we have for long had in exist- 
ence special arrangements be- 
tween our countries, reflecting the 
exceptional family relationship 
that we enjoy, which must be 
fitted into the wider world pat- 
tern. The task, however difficult, 
is not beyond our powers to ful- 
fill. Given a wide and statesmen- 
like view of our obligations to our 
own people and to the world, we 
can now, I am convinced, accom 
modate our interests to each oth- 
ers’ needs, both within the Com- 
monwealth and beyond it in the 
world at large.”. 

Full Discussion Sought. 


Despite Britain’s current ec@ 
nomic difficulties, Sir Stafford 
gave a firm lead on this country’s 
intention to see the trade discus 
sions through to a successful con- 
clusion. A full United Nations 
World Trade Conference is to fol- 
low the Geneva discussions. The 
results should be a world trade 
charter, laying down rules and 
principles for the conduct of in- 
ternational business and a broad 
multilateral tariff agreement de- 
signed to free trade channels of 
excise and customs restrictions, 
which have hitherto hampered the 
movement of imports and exports. 

“Unless the world conference is 
over and its results well on the 
way to translation into actual op- 
erative provision, by this time next 
year, we risk losing a great many 
of its benefits,” Sir Stafford said. 
With Britain in an all-out drive to 
expand her own export trade, he 
spoke of the “urgency of the task” 
of increasing world trade in gen 
eral, 
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by a reserve of 50,000 officers and 
120,000 men, 

However, the budget cut of 1947 
forced the Air Forces to reduce to 
55 groups, and if the 1948 budget 
receives its contemplated cut the 
A.A.F. reduction will be to 35 
groups, 

From the reserve standpoint the 
number of bases has been reduced 
from 70 to 41, and in place of re- 
serve training for 170,000 personne! 
during the coming summer months 
there will be funds to train but 
15,200 officers and men, 

If the above reductions be car- 
ried out proportionately into re- 
search development and procure- 
ment of successively modern air- 
craft and efuipment the United 
States will be hopelessly bereft of 
its own security and unable to fur-

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Oscar Lange Calls Allied Unity 
Basic Condition for Reich Treaty 


Last in a series of articles on what Germany's neighbors 
expect from the Moscow conference of Foreign Ministers.

NEW YORK. 


OLAND repeatedly has been the victim of German aggression. 
For centuries the German Drang nach Osten pressed against the 
Polish people, depriving them of one territory after another. The 


German Drang nach Osten brought about the German invasions of 
Poland and during the last World War nearly led to the extinction 


of the Polish nation. 


Six million dead and the destruction of 38 per 


cent of Poland’s national wealth were the result of the last World 
War. Thus Poland has had a long historic experience with Germany. 


Poland is a neighbor of Ger- 
many. No historical and political 
changes will alter that fact, Thus 
in the future Poland will have 
to live with Germany at her side. 
This fact and the long historic 
experiences mentioned make Po- 
land the country most interested 
in-a« constructive solution of the 
German problem. The_ solution 
must be such that Poland and 
other neighbors of Germany as 
well as the rest of the world can 
live in peace. Our interest in 
Germany is an interest in peace. 

The basic condition for a con- 
structive solution of the German 
problem is the understanding and 
co-operation of the Great Powers. 
It was this co-operation which 
won the war. This co-operation 
alone can solve the German prob- 
lem, Any attempt by any one of 
the Great Powers to use Germany 
as a political, economic or even 
military tool against another pow- 
er is incompatible with a solution 
of the German problem. Such an 
attempt must utilize the same 
forces of German reaction and 
imperialism which caused two 
world wars in the lifetime of one 
generation. It is for this reason 
tHat Poland observes with great 
anxiety the tendencies in certain 
political circles to rebuild a 
strong Germany as a bulwark 
against the Soviet Union. Such a 
policy would destroy the very ef- 
fects of our common victory in 
this war. 

Four Guiding Principles. 

The solution of the German 
problem should, in our view, be 
based on the following principles: 

1. In view of past experience, 
Allied control of Germany should 
be continued for a long period 
after the ratification of the peace 
treaty. Such control can only be 
removed gradually when internal 
conditions in Germany mature 
and guarantee that Germany will 
not once more become a center of 
military aggression. 


2. Germany must be _ entirely 
disarmed. This implies demilitari- 
zation as well as the prohibition 
of any war industry. De-Nazifica- 
tion is an essential part of Ger- 
many'’s disarmament and demili- 
tarization. No effective disarma- 
ment is possible as long as cen- 
ters of Nazi ideology remain alive 
in Germany. 


3: The political system of Ger- 
many must be based on the de- 
velopment of the democratic ele- 
ments among the German nation. 
This requires a total destruction 
of the social roots of German im- 
perialism, of monopolistic heavy 
industries and of the Junker 
class. To achieve this, it is neces- 
sary to liquidate cartels and other 
forms of monopolistic organiza- 
tion of German industry, and to 
carry out a_i thorough-going 
agrarian reform. 

It is also necessary to liquidate 
Prussia as an administrative unit 
-—for Prussia was the very symbol 
of German militarism and the 
political basis of the German 
Drang nach Osten. Poland be- 
lieves that the reforms mentioned 


can and should be achieved with- 
in the framework of a anified 
German State. Attempts to divide 
Germany permanently appear to 
us utopian and impossible of real- 
ization. Taking a realistic attitude 
in matter of German political uni- 
fication, we distinguish, however, 
between unification and central- 
ization. While a unified German 
State is a political and economic 
necessity, it need not and should 
not take the form of a highly 
centralized administration. 
Economic Side of Problem. 

4. On the economic side of the 
German problem, we believe that 
the development of the German 
economy must be directed in such 
a way as to assure its peaceful 
character. This requires the total 
elimination of any armament in- 
dustries and such social reforms 
as have been outlined, It is also 
necessary to strike a proper bal- 
ance between Germany and the 
other countries of Europe. Ger- 
many should not have the same 
monopoly of industrial develop- 
ment in Europe ag it had before 
the war. For this reason the eco- 
nomic reconstruction of Europe 
must be directed to give priority 
to the reconstruction of those 
countries which during the war 
were destroyed by Germany. This 
priority will secure a more equal 
distribution of economic, and con- 
sequently also, of political power 
in Europe. Under no circum- 
stances should the past mistake 
be repeated of developing the 
German economy in advance of 
the economies of the countries 
which were ,victims of German 
aggression. We must have a bal- 
anced reconstruction of Europe. 

Finally, the economic recon- 
struction of Germany should take 
into account the moral and po- 
litical need for reparations to the 
countries which were devastated 
by the Germans. Such reparations 
must be provided for both from 
the German capital substance as 
well as from current prodtction. 
Special Problems to Be Solved. 

These are the general principles 
which should govern the Allied 
policy toward Germany. In addi- 
tion to these there are a few spe- 
cial points to be mentioned. The 
most important is that of the 
Polish-German border. The incor- 
poration of the Western territories 
by Poland is justified internation- 
ally for the following reasons: It 
is necessary in order to provide 
the Polish nation with a _ geo- 
graphic basis for its existence as a 
truly independent state, Poland 
without the Western territories 
would be a weak buffer state un- 
able, both economically and politi- 
cally, to lead a truly independent 
life. For the Polish nation, there- 
fore, the question of the Western 
territories is not merely the mat- 
ter of a boundary line, but is a 
question of her very national ex- 
istence.

SNOW FOR SKIING 


Little Complaint About Cold 
in Minnesota Town, Even 
When 45 Below. 


+ 


BEMIDJI, Minn., March 15 (AP) 
Are the hardy souls in Bemidji, 
dubbed America’s “ice box,” look- 
ing for warmer weather? Not 
right now. They've put in an 
order with the weather man for 
more snow. 

Seems the young folks in the 

town, where extreme sub-zero tem- 
peratures are chronic, have a new 
skiing area—“Little Switzerland” 
—and snow has been at a pre- 
_m™mium all winter. In fact, it is 
not at all uncommon for Bemidji 
to have a minimum amount of 
snow. Much of the snowfall is 
of the dry variety, and it blows 
away. 


Bemidji, this year as usual, has 
command 


ed the spotlight for be 
ing the coldest weather station in 
the United States. The coldest 
registered this winter was 45 be- 
low in January, but that was 
three degrees warmer than the 
record 48 below set about 15 years 


ago. | 

While the youngsters beg for 
more snow, townfolk in the cold 
capital pay little heed to the frigid 
blasts other than to put on an 
extra pair of sox or turn up coat 
collars. 

Because of the severe cold, 
Bemidji beeame a proving ground 
this winter for two autqmobile 
manufacturers (Chrysler and 
Frazer). They sent new model 
cars to Bemidji to put them 
through cold weather tests for 
starting and other performance, 

Winter sports are popular in the 
“ice box.” The town has a great 
number of skiers, skaters and win- 
ter fishermen. The latter brave 
the cold to¢ holes in the icé 
to do their angling. ed 

The frigidity of Bemidji, a com 
munity about 10,000 in the lake 
and woods country about 250 miles 
north of Minneapolis, is explained 
this way by weather observers: It 
is about in the center of the con- 
tinent—half-way between the At- 
lantic and Pacific, and half-way 
between the Gulf of Mexico and 
the Arctic Ocean—and thus is not 
affected by warm ocean currents.

OUT N GASIFICATION 


Steam to Be Used for Coolin; 
Off Process in Alabama 
Experiment. 


Gpecial to the Post-Dispatch. ‘ 
BIRMINGMAM, Ala. March 15 


— Scientists of the Bureau of Mines 
and the Alabama Power Co. have 
started quenching the under- 
ground fire which has raged since 
Jan. 21 at the power company’s 
Gorgas (Ala.) coal mine prepara- 
tory to exploration of results of 
the nation’s first gasification ex- 
periment. 

The cooling-off process, to be 
actompiished by application of 
steam in place of the original plan 
to flood the mine, will follow, af- 
ter which the engineers hope to 


enter the burned-out area for 
thorough investigation. 

Even more detailed study will 
follow next week when giant 
steam shoyels and bulldozers are 
put to work removing the entire 
strata of overlying rock to expose 
the burned-out area completely. 

The Gorgas mine was fired 
by dropping incendiary bombs 
through metal test tubes in an 
experiment to determine the feas- 
ibilitv of underground gasification 
which, if successful, would be the 
means of turning millions of tons 
ef thin seam coal into profitable 
use. 

General results to date have 
been described as “highly satis- 
factory” with indications that the 
experimentation will be continued. 
It has attracted wide interest. 

Executives of the Bureau of 
Mines and the Power Company, 
co-sponsors of the experiment, an- 
nounced yesterday that sufficient 
information has been gained to 
permit immediate quenching of 
the fire and cooling off the burned- 
out area. 

The engineers feel it is impor- 
tant to obtain information as to 
the effect of the high tempera- 
tures on the overlying rock strata. 
It was to prevent altering forma- 
tion and character of that strata 


that the mine will be steam-/j. 


cooled and not flooded, as at first 
contemplated. | 

Milton H. Fies, consulting en- 
gineer and manager of the com- 
pany’s coal mine operations, said: 

“Combustion has been main- 
tained in a completely satisfac- 
tory manner, and gas of varying 
quality has been produced, depen- 
dent upon the use of steam, oxy- 
gen and air. Control over the 
burning coal in the earth has been 
maintained.”

PILOTS TO SPRAY 
DDT OVER HUGE 
FOREST IN IDAHO 


WASHINGTON, March 15 (AP) 
-—The bug experts plan to hand 
peace-time aviation one of its most 
dangerous jobs this summer. 

They figure that by aerial at- 
tack they can quell an outbreak 
of a Rocky Mountain insect in an 
Idaho forest that threatens to be‘ 
the worst of its kind in history, It 
would take the greatest plane- 
spraying project ever attempted 
in the United States. 

Heretofore, when insects in- 
vaded a forest, man usually had 
to stand by virtually helpless and 
watch the bugs destroy millions 
of dollars worth of timber. | 

With insecticides available be- 
fore the war, forests had to be 
sprayed by ground crews, tree by 
tree, and millions of acres of 
western timberlands can be 
reached only by horse pack train. 

Now scientists have DDT. A 
crew of six men, with one large 
plane, can cover 1000 acres in ten 
minutes. 

Dr. F. C. Craighead, chief of the 
division of forest insect investiga- 
tions for the Department of Agri- 
culture, estimates only 6% pounds 
ef solution (containing only one 
pound of DDT per acre) will kill 
virtually all the destructive insects 
involved inthe present outbreak. 

At atake in the present western 
outbreak is timber worth $4,625,- 
769 in the St. Joe National Forest 
and adjoining lands of Idaho. The 
entire forest contains 1,182,000 
acres. The infested timber is 
douglas and white fir, one of the 
most valuable and most critical 
items in the present housing con- 
struction program.

ER maiden name was Bertha. 
H surprise. 


The attractive, 28-year-old 
widow now stands indicted here 
for the slaying of her husb 
Rene Cote, in a “Christmas Trée 
Murder” as baffling and full of 
surprises as any police can re- 
member. 


Her’ husband was a philander- 
ing dealer in the automobile black 
market. A bad-check artist, too, 
he served a term for bigamy after 
marrying her, and only a few 
hours ‘before he was alain, went, 
out on a date with his latest 
sweetie, a night-club fan dancer 
named Barbara Belmore. 

There were many others with 
plenty of motives for slaying 
Rene Cote. The case is a “who- 
dun-it” that rivals fiction. And 
even should Mrs. Cote be convict- 
ed, her case promises to be taken 
all the way to the United States 
Supreme Court. 

As she sits now in her cell at 
the Plymouth County Jail await- 
ing what will probably be one of 
the country’s most sensational 
murder ‘trials, it ig unlikely that 
she forgets the events of last Dec. 
28th, nor the hell that was her 
married life nor her present, aw- 
ful uncertainty. 
thinks of, she isn’t talking. Her si- 
lence—which led to her being 
charged with the murder at the 
Same court session at which the 
man she accused was freed—has 
the police worried. For without 
her testimony, they admit their 
case against her is weakened. 

The -bizarre murder case. began 
at 4 a.m, on the morning of Dec. 
28, in the Cotes’ small, Christmas- 
decorated apartment on the top 
floor of a two and one-half story 
wooden dwelling in this sleepy 
shoe town. Bertha Cote, who 
had been sleeping with her 4- 
year-old daughter, Barbara, in an 
adjoining bedroom, was the first 
person to give the alarm, run- 
ning downstairs to rouse neigh- 
bors with her screams that “Rene 
has been beaten.” 

Minutes later, police arrived. 
They found the battered body of 
35-year-old Rene sprawled on the 
living-room divan. His head had 
been bludgeoned by some weapon 
and there was evidence of either 
strangling or a heavy blow on the 
adam’s apple. There was a pool 
of blood, ae men rey dead. 


EARBY was an overturned 
Christmas tree, from which a 
trail of holiday tinsel led down- 


stairs and outside the house to the 


snow-covered ground, The stairs 
at the rear of the building were 


. the only entrance and exit. In the 


snow were two sets of a man’s foot- 
prints, one entering the rear door 
from the sidewalk. The other led 
away from the house but at the 
sidewalk the man had picked his 
way along the old prints. Up in 
the living-room, a comforter which 
Mrs. Cote said had been over her 
husband when he went to sleep on 
the divan, had been thrown over 
a floor-lamp which was over- 
turned by the weight. Small pieces 
of broken glass which might have 
come from a flashlight lens were 
found on the floor. The police 
began questioning Mrs. Cote. . 
Her lawyer has admitted that 
early that morning, her nerves 
rubbed raw by what had tran- 
spired, she told police that three 
men had entered the apartment. A 
little later that day, she said it 
was only one man, whose identity 
was unknown to her. At any rate, 
she said her husband had come 
home about midnight but did not 
enter the bedroom. Instead he lay 
down fully dressed on the divan 
and pulled a comforter over him. 
Mrs. Cote said she heard someone 
enter the apartment at 4 a.m, and 
heard her husband talking with 
him about a car and $1500 Cote 
owed. She dozed, but was awak- 
ened loud talk and a man say- 
ing, “You can’t do this to me, 
Cote.” She heard sounds of a tus- 
sie, then a thud. She jumped up, 
pulled on a robe and ran into the 
living. room where she found her 
husband. Then she ran down- 
stairs and gave the alarm. 
Investigators centered their at- 
tention first on Cote’s automobile 
dealings. He had been foreman 
and salesman in an automobile 
shop, and in the black market on 
the side. Persons came forward 
to say he had accepted more than 
$15,000 from them as down pay- 
ments on cars he had never de- 
livered. His employer told police

UT the time Cote was 
buried, police were admitting 
they faced a “stone wall” as far 
as leads from the automobile black 
market were concerned.

This was the U.S.8S. Submarine 
Tang. This was the Tagg on the 
night of Oct. 24, 1944; a night 
on which she was flushed, beneath 
the pallor of her battle gray, with 
the heady wine of victory, red 
wine — the claret of Japanese 
blood. 

Feeling the flush of victory no 
less than his ship, Comdr. Richard 
Hetherington O’Kane rode her 
tiny bridge proudly, disdaining 
the usual haunts of submariners. 
Periscope depth was not for 
O’Kane that night, nor for his ship 
nor for his. crew. 

He was a man slightly over mid- 
die height as he stood there chat- 
ting with Leibeld, his. boatswain.

The enemy 
escorts evidently became _ suspi- 
cious during our initial approach 
because* two escorts commenced 
to run on opposite course to the 
long column, firing bursts of 40- 
mm, and five-inch salvos, 


“As we continued to close the 
leading ships, the escort com- 
mander obligingly illuminated the 
column with a large searchlight 
which he was using to signal with. 
It gave us a perfect view of our 
first selected target—a three deck, 
two stack transport; of the sec- 
ond target, a three deck, one stack 
transport; and of the third, a 
large modern tanker. 


(Bear in mind that the daunt- 
less Tang was now within range 
of the convoy’s guns and that 
she was riding the surface, not 
submerged in the ‘sheltering 
depths, the natural habitat of the 
submarine.) * 


“With ranges from 1400 yards 
on the first transport to 900 yards 
on the tanker, I fired two Mk. 18 
torpedoes, each in deliberate sal- 
voes to pass under foremast and 
mainmast of the first two vessels, 
and under the middle and stack 
of the tanker.

SURVEY of the St. Louis Sym- 
A prory programs for the season 
just ended shows a striking in- 
dependence from music that would 
have been considered absolutely 
essential a few seasons back. Five 
years ago the works of Tschai- 
kowsky, Sibelius, Brahms, Wagner 
and Beethoven were the backbone 
of the repertory. The Tschaikow- 
sky B-flat minor plano concerto, 
which had just invaded the con- 
sciousness of the larger public 
through its various juke box ar- 
rangements, was a prime money- 
maker which no orchestra could 
profitably ignore; the Sibelius sec- 
ond symphony was a top favorite; 
Beethoven and Brahms were 
bread-and-butter composers and 
regarded as indispensable to an 
orchestra's respectability. 

No one would argue that these 
composers have become passe. It 
is significant, nevertheless, that 
the St. Louls orchestra went 
through its entire subscription 
season without giving one per- 
formance of the Tschaikowsky 
piano concerto and with only one 
performance of a Tschaikowsky 
symphony. Moreover there was 
only one Beethoven symphony — 
the “Eroica”—five Wagnerian ex- 
cerpts, no Sibelius, no Schumann, 
no Liszt and one Schubert. 
Brahms, represented by two sym- 
phonies, two concertos and the 
“Variations on a Theme by 
Haydn,” held his own. So did 
Richard Strauss.

THE IMPORTANT aspect of 
this showing is that it constitutes 
an answer—if but a momentary 
one — to a growing criticism of 
American orchestral programs. 
The burden of this criticism was 
that the repertory was not only 
distressingly meager, but was 
monopolized by nineteenth century 
music, It was contended, and just- 
ly so, that at least three centuries 
of composition should be appro- 
priately represented and that a 
greater proportion of the music 
played should be allotted to the 
composers of our own time. 


With that in mind, it ig inter- 
esting to note that the works of 
2% twentieth century composers 
were performed during the 20 
pairs of concerts. Debussy, De- 
Falla and Ravei are included in 
this number but Strauss and 
Rachmaninoff are excluded, since 
they are unquestionably nine- 
teenth century in everything but 
ehronology. When the list is 
narrowed to include only contem- 
porary composers, one finds that 
sé are still left, of which 13 are

“3T IS TRUE that the greater 
part of this contemporary music 
could hardly be said to have an 
overwhelming importance, but 
that is more a commentary on the 
times than onthe discernment 
shown in making the selection.

LTHOUGH there are undoubtedly lots of politics played in the 


selection of the Hollywood “Oscar” winners, the awards made at 
the annual dinner of the Academy of Motion Picture Arts and 
Sciences Thursday seem fair enough in that they undoubtedly 
will reflect popular opinion—that is, when the public gets 1 see all 
of the movies and performances voted upon. 

From the start, it seemed to us the best picture choice would 
be- between “The Best Years of Our Lives,” which finally won (and 
which opens Thursday at the St. Louis), and “The Yearling.” Both 
are outstanding in their firm and intelligent handling of simple 
emotional themes. Both are fine examples of good acting and 
directing. Both are deeply moving. They are the best tear- 
jerkers (not using the term in a derogatory sense) Hollywood 
has produced in years. Both are of wide popular appeal, and 
should be box-office hits.

EVEN THOUGH Y impresses us as the finest picture 
from an artistic and critical viewpoint, its appeal, it has been shown, 
is limited to those who understand and appreciate Shakespeare.

The fact an English production was one of the five 
nominated is in iteelf a tribute. We were disappointed, however, 
that Laurence Olivier was not voted best actor of the year. Fredric

The best-supporting actor award to Harold Russell, the hand- 
jess war veteran appearing in “Best Years,” will probably be little 
disputed, even from a viewpoint divorced from sentiment, but it is 
quite a tribute to Director William Wyler that an unschooled actor 
in his hands won out over polished professionals like Clifton Webb, 
Charles Coburn, William Demarest and Claude Rains. Personally, 
we believe Ethel Barrymore, who was one of the nominees for best 
supporting actress for her work in “The Spiral Staircase,” was robbed 
when Ann Baxter got the little man for her pertermanes of a

AS “BEST YEARS" re aes EA. EE, it is quite fitting 
that Wyler anid Robert Sherwood received the awards for best director 
and best screen-play writer, respectively, for their work in it, as 
director and writer, in our mind, account for about 90 per cent of 
the success of any movie.

Since the effect of blanching and 
freezing is to tenderize the frozen 
ones, they do not require as long 
to cook as the fresh ones. And 
no more water than to cook the 
vegetable tender should be used. 
Practically no water should re- 
main by the time they are tender. 
So it is a good practice to start 
with one-half to three-fourths cup 
of boiling water for each three- 
fourths to one pound of frozen 
vegetable to be cooked, Then as 
cooking progresses, and _ there 
seems insufficient water to. cook 
them tender, a little boiling water 
from the tea kettle should be 
added to finish cooking. The way 
that frozen vegetables are most 
appreciated is to serve them with 
butter or mar ne, piping hot, 
or with a mushroom or cheese 
sauce.

Problems of 
Teaching an 


Ailing Child 


By Angelo Patri 


NE of the best ways to learn 

how to teach a healthy, nor- 

mal child is to be obliged to 
teach a backward, ailing one. I 
say “obliged” for I have rarely 
seen anybody who preferred to 
teach that sort of child when he 
could have the normal fast-going 
one. 
The teacher or parent—who is 
also a teacher — discovers that 
there is something wrong. The 
backward child does not seem to 
get the ideas presented to him, 
no matter how often they are re- 
peated. He just. doesn’t under- 
stand, What's the ‘matter? 
All we ever learn is by the use 
of one or more of our senses. If 
one of them is defective, there is 
a defect in the child’s learning 
ability. We must find how to 
overcome that lack: Maybe we 
can make one of the other sensés 
serve, 
In the old-style school, chil- 
dren had to sit still, And the 
teacher meant, STILL. No back- 
ward child, however, can be forced 
to sit still—not even if the teach- 
er beats him repeatedly for mov- 
ing about.

Claim of Big Savings to Result. 

Major savings would result from 
this program, the foundation be- 
lieves, 

Manufacturers no longer would 
face wasteful duplication of ex- 
pense in getting new products ac- 
cepted individually in various 
cities. Because of wide variations 
in present regulations, materials 
or methods legally adequate in 
one locality often are prohibited 
in another. 

In addition, uniformity of tests 
would help to eliminate costly de- 
lays at the design or construction 
stage now resulting from cumber- 
some official machinery for ap- 
proval of projects, the foundation 


says. 

Foundation executives expect 
that its operations will be self- 
supporti after a year or s0, 
with funds derived from charges 
for material tests and from mem- 
bership dues.

AKING punishment or dishing it out, Mildred Burke 
is the queenpin among women wrestlers. In her 
uncrowded profession she calls herself world cham- 

pion and is so regarded by the National Wrestling 
Association. : 

At 31, Mildred is a ring veteran of 12 years. Last 
year she made $25,000, before taxes, by engaging other 
amazons in combat three or four nights a week during 
her nine-month working year. She expects to be good 
for another five years of combat, then to open a women’s 
wrestling school. 

In Kansas City, where. she grew up, Mildred was u 
high school athlete. She worked restlessly for a time 
as stenographer, spent off hours at a gymnasium where 
Billy Wolfe, Y.M.C.A. physical education instructor, 
coached young grapplers. Somewhat to Wolfe's annoy- 
ance, Mildred insisted she wanted to wrestle. Finally 
he assigned a young fellow to rough her up a bit. 


Mildred quickly pinned him, and that set Wolfe to 
thinking. 

Before long, he had left the “Y” to manage Mildred 
and to develop competition for her. Now there are 
more than a hundred women in the business, of whom 
about 30 are top drawing cards. Wolfe manages most 
of these, but he is married to the unconquered Mildred. 

Women wrestlers joust under men’s rules. They 
trade beefy punches, pitch each other about the ring, 
snarl\in soprano and contralto. Most of all, they pull 
hair. | Mildred’s thumbs have been disjointed, her knee 
ligaments torn in the course of her work, and her fore- 
head was once gashed by a knee blow. She does 
not have .cauliflower ears. 

A few ‘states, including Missouri and Illinois, pro- 
hibit professional wrestling by women. The match
